According to Carroll 
Chandler, the AMA’s Pro MX Man- 
ager, the AMA has sent letters to the 
manufacturers asking them to contest 
the series in ‘82, then sit down and 
look at changes that could be imple- 
mented in ‘83. “It’s not fair to the pro- 
moters (for the manufacturers to pull 
out in ‘82),” said Chandler because the 
promoters have to file for sanction 
dates well in advance and the FIM 
sanction — required in order to put on 
a Trans-USA race — costs many, non- 
refundable dollars. Chandler stated 
that the promoters are "gung ho" on 
the idea of holding races anyway, 
perhaps paying for the factory stars to 
ride as well as getting more European 
entries which have been lacking in 
recent years.

FOLLOW THE LEADER

Traveling and working hard ts where it’s at for a successful racer, and for 1981 U.S. 
Road Racing Champion Dale Singleton there were no exceptions. It was a year of 
fruitless results in GP racing for “Pig Farmer,” yet a year redeemed by Singleton's 
performance in the States and his subsequent championship. 

Anyone who has crossed Singleton’s path knows he is one heck of an active 
person, whether on the road or at home. Time to spare is something the two-time 
Daytona 200 winner doesn't have a bunch of, and trying to pin him down for a 


hangin’ out feature was difficult. 


The day finally came when Dale planned to be at home in Dalton, Georgza, 
working on his dream home which is now just about complete. He gave us the word 
to stop by so we hopped in the van and made the trip. Here's what went on in a day 
in the life of Dale Singleton. We hope you enjoy й as much as we did. 


but couldn't quite remember the 
last few turns. There was an easy 
way to find out; I stopped at Dale's 
brother Toots new restaurant, The 
Biscuit, to find my way. I talked with 
Dale's mother and a few minutes later

I was pulling into his yard. 

Dale was working alongside other 
workers, measuring his driveway for 
the final preparation and grading that 
was needed as it. was it was to be 
asphalted the next day. From the

have been the major force behind 
putting his house together, a project 
that has taken over two years. "Take 
these cabinets here," said Dale as we 
strolled through the kitchen. “I didn't 
know a thing about building cabinets, 
but I said I was going to so I did. 
That's the only way I could afford this 
house, Dad and I did it ourselves to 
save money.” 

The house is custom built and quite 
unique. It's a four bedroom model 
with ап additional apartment 
included in the lower level which Dale 
plans to rent in the near future. 
Special items abound like a see- 
through mirror from the master bed- 
room into the living room, a fireplace 
in the master bedroom, and a master 
bathroom with twin sinks and a 10 
person Jacuzzi. "This thing is better 


- -with the ladies.than any Cadillac ever. 


was," said Dale as he affectionately 
patted the side of the Jacuzzi. "We had 
a pretty good party in it last night!" 

Next to the master bath is Dale's 
office, novel in that four clocks line 
one wall, giving times in Tokyo, 
Dalton, London and Los Angeles. On 
another wall are two of his prized 
possessions, his checkered flags from 
Daytona 200 wins in 79 and '81. “1 
work outside all day and then sit up 
here in my office until 11 or 12 at 
night getting my program ready for 
next year. It's so great to be home. It's 
like a vacation being here. I can't wait 
to wake up in the morning and sweat 
all day, cutting wood and getting 
things fixed up. г 

“When I took a loan ош to buy this 
property (six acres) when I was 18, I 
went into debt. ГІ tell you what, when 
the alarm clock rings in the morning 
it'll make your feet hit the floor 
knowing you have a debt to pay.” 

It was lunch time and Dale grabbed 
the phone, ordering carry-out food for 
the workers. Rushed for time he forgot 
himself, but made sure everyone else 
was fed. Soon after lunch the workers 
dispersed and moved on to another 
job, leaving Dale a few minutes to 
talk. We went inside and he started to 
put together our lunch -- baked beans 
and bacon, lettuce and tomato sand- 
wiches. 

Just as we sat down to eat the phone 
rang again, but this call was worth 
answering. It was Barry Sheene's 
father, calling from England, and he 
had a buyer for one of Dale’s race 
bikes. Most of Dale’s race equipment 
from this year's European campaign 
was left at Sheene’s house. That call 
sparked the need for a few more calls 
on Dale’s part to round up all the 
extras that went with the bike that was 
to be sold. He finally accomplished 
what needed to be done by calling the 
Beaulieu carpet factory in Dalton, his 
sponsor. He gave a message to have 
them send a Telex to Brussels, 
Belgium, getting the correct parts to 
Sheene's house. That taken care of, 
Dale returned to a slightly cooler 
meal. 

While eating we had a chance to 
talk about Dale's direction concerning 
his race program for '82. “I’m trying to 
get it together for next year to the best 
of my ability. I try to be a professional; 
other than working on my house all I 
do is PR. My bike (Yamaha TZ750) is 
on display now at the First National 
Bank here in Dalton. I'm planning to 
speak at some high school and junior 
college functions around here, doing 
some stuff on drug and alcohol 
abuse." 

I pushed further into how Dale was 
chosen for such speeches and he elabo- 
rated. "You see, when I was young I'd 
be at home working on my bikes and 
didn't have time to get drunk and 
smoke grass with my friends. That's 
the biggest problem America has, 
young people looking for a thrill with 
nothing to do. I had some real 
problems worrying about losing my 
friends, because I had something to do 
with my time. 

"In what I do you have to be extra 
nice to people, and some folks around 
here are jealous. They think I'm a 
world travelin' road racin' smart aleck 
jerk. They might be jealous, but some 
of them are still doing the same things 
they were doing in high school. I’m 
trying to make it. Heck, I'd like to be a 
millionaire, not just to be a rich bitch 
guy, but just to do it. Everybody's 
trying to make it nowadays." 

Dale's fast-paced mind didn't thrive 
on that topic for long and we were 
soon back to talking about racing. 
One of his big pushes for '82 is getting 
the AMA to drop the restrictor rule for 
Formula One 750cc two-strokes, which 
he feels will bring back an advantage 
for privateers. (Continued to page 16)

(AMA commissioner of professional 
racing). He's been. sensitive and co- 
operative and it makes me feel like I'm 
making some headway. Privateers 
keep racing alive, and we need an 
alteration to get the privateer back in 
the hunt. Like at Pocono (Pennsyl- 
vania, where Singleton took the U.S. 
Road Racing Championship title) the 
factory Hondas (four-strokes) had so 
much horsepower on me it was unbe- 
lievable.

GPs last year and failed to come up 
with a single GP peint). I've been on 
the phone trying to get a works bike, 
but I don't know. If I knew how to get 
one I'd have one, but European dis- 
tributors favor their own riders; they 
give the bikes to their best countrymen. 
If you're not into politics you're not 
going to make it over there. 

“Гуе met a number of promoters in 
Europe, and I'll probably ride a 
number of selected International races 
along with a National schedule. I've 
always ridden a two-stroke, but I know 
I could adapt to а four-stroke 
(Superbike). If I want to stay in racing 
I'll probably have to." 

Along with Carl Bouckaert of Beau- 
lieu of America, Singleton has had a 
few other sponsors who not only 
backed him financially but morally 
through his formative years. “Dad's 


. been a gold mine to me. He does 
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everything for me and won't take a 
penny.” At that moment Dale’s father 
was out front grading Dale's driveway, 
preparing it for the asphalt which was 
to be laid in the morning. Another 
backer was also instrumental in Dale's 
success. "Taylor White helped me as a 
personal favor back when I started and 
has been helping me for years. I don't 
know if he wants to get completely 
involved next year or not.” 

Dale had the misfortune of taking a 
high speed crash at the Silverstone 
circuit in England this season and 
suffered the loss of two toes on his left 
foot. He reflected: “This year I had a 
small portion of my body taken away 
and I started thinking "Why am I 
doing this stuff?" Then a guy around 
here let a chainsaw get away and the 
same thing happened to him. I 


realized you just have to take life as it. 
comes. Healing depends on your. 


mental attitude — I'm going to get 100 
percent of my Dale style back!" 

As fast as we could clean off the 
counter, Dale and I hopped in the 
Cycle News van and headed over to 
Beaulieu to pick up some rugs which 
Dale had bought on a deal for some 
friends. We had a few minutes before 
they were loaded, and ran next door to 
a Family Dollar store where Dale 
bought some items he had seen on 
sale. Don't get the impression all 
National Champions are loose with 
their cash; Dale figured a few cents 
saved on toothpaste and shampoo was 
worth stopping for.- As in all his 
dealings, bargain hunting and shrewd 
dickering on prices is the norm. 

We got the carpets in the van and 
were on the way back to Dale's house, 
but not before he stopped at Beau- 
lieu's offices to use the WATS line and 
make some calls, one to Jim France, 
vice president of Daytona Inter- 








national Speedway. 

Once back at Dale's place it was 
nearing dinnertime and I thought it 
best to head for home. Dale had other 
ideas and asked me to stick around, 
saying we'd go out and hit a few places 
and take it from there. It sounded 
good to me so I cleared it with the 
office and settled in for the evening. 

As the sun set, Dale spent some time 
with his plants, spraying their leaves 
and talking to them as he worked. All 
the plants were then brought inside 
and were put in the master bathroom, 
which made the Jacuzzi area quite 
appealing. 

Before long we got underway (but 
not before Dale cleared another batch 
of messages on his telephone recorder) 
and arrived at a local shopping mall. 
The next hour was spent cutting up 
with the girls in most every store in the 
place. The high point of that trip was 
when Dale literally "picked up" a girl 
in a toy store, saying he was going to 
carry her out and take her on the town! 
Between her blushing and her boss' 
intense stares we realized the strategy 
hadn't worked, but I told Dale it was a 


good effort nonetheless. 


We grabbed a quick sandwich at 
Chick-Fil-A and sped off to two 
different lounges. Within a few 
minutes in the first nightspot it was 
easy to see Dale is quite a celebrity in 
Dalton, as everyone knows who he is 
and what he's been up to. It would be 
hard for most Daltonites not to 
know—Dale is regularly featured in 
Dalton's local newspaper and recently 
ran a full two page ad in conjunction 
with many local businesses after he 
won the U.S. title. 

Dale removed his shoe and sock at 
the bar and let a few folks take a look 
at his now healed foot which was 
injured in England. He was light- 
hearted about the loss of two toes, and 
joked about it and some of the more 
squeamish onlookers hesitantly stared. 
I played foosball while Dale made 
rounds and said hi to everyone. 

The next club was a spot to meet 
folks and we did just that, Dale intro- 
ducing me to a number of people 
while he made some new acquaint- 
ances himself. Racing and motor- 
cycles seemed to be the farthest things 
from our minds as we joked around. 
Time flew and the lights came on; last 
call was up and we decided to head 
back to Dale's place. 

Lady, Dale's well-groomed German 
Shephard, was waiting for us at the 
door and Dale brought her inside for a 
late dinner. Mixing dry dog food and 
water to make a gravy, Dale then stuck 
the mixture into the microwave, as 
Lady likes her food warm. After Dale 
took care of his dog he took care of 
me, mixing up a hot solution to soak 
my foot in (I had crashed a dirt bike 
the week before and had a swollen 
foot). "Who'd know better about 
getting rid of aches and pains than 
me?" said Dale as I snuck my tender 
foot into the steaming hot water. 
"Sometimes when I get home from a 
race my whole body is one solid 
bruise." 

We sat around for a bit longer and 
then it was time to turn in. If you ever 
wondered how a National Champion 
pavement scratcher caps off a busy 
day, you need wonder no longer. Dale 
grabbed a guitar near his bed and, 
strummed it a few times. "When I go 
to bed at night I play my guitar and 
make up new songs about Elmer 
(Dale's mascot pig) until I fall asleep.” 

With that I decided to pack it in. I 
had to get up early to make it back to 
Tucker for work on time in the 
morning. My day in the life of Dale 
Singleton had come and gone. Dale: 
promised to invite me back the next 
time he has a party, and I only hope I 
can make the journey. I couldn't think 
of many other ways to have such a 
good time. .

Mark Barnett's performance through the 1981 MX season will be hard to match by 
other riders in years to соте. He devastated the 125cc Nationals, claiming 14 moto 
wins out of a possible 16. The frosting on the cake came in the form of the Super- 
cross title, where he was the dominating force through most of the schedule. 


While most top ranked М Хет» live on the West Coast and do their training in that 
area, Barnett has opted for a quiet life in Alabama on his grandmother's 400 acre 
farm, removed from city-style hustle and bustle and most of its complications. We 
pulled out a map and took a look, and soon realized Barnett was less than 300 miles 
from the Cycle News East offices in Georgia. What was life down on the farm really 
like, this place Barnett rushes back to after every race? Hangin’ out with him for a 
few days looked to give us those answers, so we set up the trip. Here's what we found 
and learned about in the three days we were there. 


"When you get that far, stop at the 
Army Barn — it's a surplus store — and 
call me from there. I'll meet you up 
the road and show you the way," said 
Barnett over the pay phone I was 
calling from. 1 had already covered a 
couple of hundred miles and was deep 
in the heart of Alabama. Finding the 
Army Barn was no problem; I went in 
and asked to use the phone, a request 
the folks inside didn't seem to take 
kindly to until I told them who I was 
calling. "Oh, you want to call the 
' Barnett boy? He lives just up yonder, 
go ahead and call," said the lady 
behind the counter. У 
І got “the Barnett boy” оп the 
phone and we set up a rendezvous 
point. I only had to cover a few more 
miles and I'd be escorted to the farm. 








Sure enough, as I rounded a curve I 
saw a Team Suzuki truck jamming 
across a field, then sliding onto the 
road in front of me, the dog in the 
back having a great time. 

I thought my journey had ended, 
but I was wrong. Once off the paved 
road another 10 miles of dirt roads lay 
ahead before we reached the farm. 
The trip was pleasant as the sun 
filtered through the trees lining and 
draping across the shady lane. Ав we 
covered the last mile before the farm 
we crossed two wood plank bridges; I 
made a mental note to line up my 
van's wheels on the sturdy cross 
timbers the first time across. 

It was Thursday afternoon and as 
far as Barnett was concerned there 
wasnt much time to spare. Mark's 











dad, Benson, was down from Chicago 
(where Barnett's family resides) for the 
week to help Mark set up the mobile 
home he had had delivered the day 
before. We did a quick once over in 
the farmyard, saw Mark's 
workshop — a converted egg 
house — met his grandma, stowed my 
gear, and suited. up to get in some 
riding before it got dark. 

“I learned a long time ago that I 
can't afford to entertain everyone who 
comes over here," said Barnett. “1 
show them where to sleep and where 
they'll get fed, and then they're on 
their own. I used to show everyone 
around but then I didn't get anything 
done, I didn't get any riding in." 

Mark had his Suzuki 
prepped and went out to warm up. His 
idea of getting started was taking a 
few runs at a double step jump next to 
the house, flying about 30 feet each 
time he hit it. "If you hold the gas on 
over the first jump you'l clear the 
whole thing." Anything you say Mark, 
I thought. With that we headed down 
the road towards the woods. 

One of the first things I learned 
about Barnett, contrary to other 
MXers, is that lately most of his 
practicing is done in the woods. We hit 
some tight trails and Barnett was 
gone. All I had to go by were accelera- 
tion marks through the turns. A few 
miles later we cut back onto the road

and Barnett performed a few tricks, 
first gassing up sheer embankments 
along the side of the road and jumping 
off them, then pulling wheelies for a 
few hundred yards at a time. A new 
trick I hadn't seen went off when Mark 
locked the front brake and held the 
gas on, dragging the front wheel. 
When he dumped the brake it was 
wheelie time again. Whatever he did, 
it all looked so easy, something 
Barnett took into consideration. 

“Lateley I've been paying more 
attention to who's riding with me. I 
finally realized most guys can't do 
what I do with a bike. A while back а 
guy broke his back riding with me. 
There was this wash-out about six feet 
across, and I just flew across it. The 
guy behind me didn't even know it was 
there and crashed hard. Now I watch 
out so that youll know what's 
coming.” 

It was already late in the afternoon 
and we headed back to ‘the farm. 
Priorities first, we got out of our gear 
and started to move Mark's stereo 
system into the mobile home. 
Music —loud music —is a big part of 
Mark's life, and it was seldom that 
tunes weren't blasting through the 
farmyard. We got everything hooked 
up and Mark put on some Van Halen 
(a top hard rock group) to start the 
evening. 

We cleaned up and headed over to 





grandma’s house, which is about 20 
yards from Mark's trailer, and pro- 
ceeded to do something which takes up. 
quite a bit of Mark's time — eating. 
Mashed potatoes, white gravy, turnip 
greens with pepper sauce, green 
beans, biscuits, corn bread, fried 
chicken, milk and coffee sat in front of 
us, and we feasted. Mark left the table 
and got involved on the phone settling 
up the final details of a trip he had to 
take to Canada for a Suzuki dealer 
show. 

After dinner we went back to Mark's 
trailer and relaxed. "I moved down 
here to ride and stay away from the 
parties. That's what most everyone else 
.does. Alabama is good for romance, 
riding and recreation, that's why. I’m 
here." 

It wasn't long before Mark's plans 
for next season came up. "I don't 
know, maybe the 250 class next year. I 
think I'd have a good chance of taking. 
it. Kent (Howerton) might ride the 500 
class, so that would leave me and 
Hannah, Hansen, maybe one or two 
others. Everyone here (America) is 
getting really serious because we 
(Barnett, Glover, Howerton) are going 
so fast. That's why it’s easier, in 
Europe, there's no one a whole bunch 
better like here. 

“The bikes will be a lot heavier next 
year, and some of the guys who were 
going fast might be fading out. I think 
I can ride a heavier bike really well. 
We had my stadium bike down to 195 
this year, about the weight of a 
production 125, and next year the 
AMA limit will be 213. It'll stop 
development with that limit.” 

Motocross took a back seat for the 
moment and we started making plans 
to go into Selma, a historical little 
town on the Alabama River that 
found its roots during the Civil War. 





It's about 40 miles from Mark's house. 
Our first mission once into town was to 
pick up Mark's girlfriend Anita. "It 
(Mark dating Anita) was a problem at 
first. My dad thought 1 was going to 
get married right away. I worked 
really hard for three years to get where 
I am, and I just signed a three year 


contract with Suzuki. First she'll just - 


have to see if she likes how I have to 
live." 
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Mark asked me what I wanted to go 
to town in, as there were some options. 
He has three Toyota trucks, one he 
bought, one from Team Suzuki, and 
the most recent from Motocross Action 
magazine for winning their rider of the 
year contest. Along with that is a 
custom van and a Jeep. We decided on 
the Jeep for this trip. 

A few miles down the road Mark 
turned_off and pointed us towards a 
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steep upgrade on the side of a hill. 
“My new Toyota wouldn't make it, but 
this will" and with that he gunned it. 
The butterflies in my stomach soon 
subsided when we crested the top, but 
returned when we turned around and 
went down the same way we came up. 
No problems; we took a few more runs 
just for fun and went into Selma. It 
was a quiet night in town, with a few 
people acknowledging Mark with a 
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beep of the horn and a wave. We rode 
around for a while and then headed 
back to the farm, taking a less traveled 
route. We went through the woods 
cross country on a two-tracker barely 
wide enough to accommodate the 
Jeep. It was slow going as we avoided 
pines and brushed aside branches, but 
we eventually came out on top of the 
pasture by the farm. "It's really dark 
in there. If you break down you either 
walk or stay there until someone 
comes. I just came through that way

Breakfast comes early оп the farm, 
as I soon learned as Mark's dad yelled 
into the trailer at 6:30 Friday 
morning. A couple of cups of coffee 
and bacon and eggs got us going, and 
before long Mark was getting ready to 
ride. Anita's brother Rick stopped by 
and measured Mark's trailer for decks 
he is planning to build, and then all of 
us drove over to a pit and sheer ledge 
area for a photo session. I told Mark 
that while he's racing he's so smooth 
that I never have a chance to get any 
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making pictures like this,” Mark said 
as he prepared to jump up one of the 
30-foot ledges. "You just gas it and hit 
the first lip, which carries you over the 
top." The results were impressive, we 
all had a good time. 

Later that afternoon I suited up and 
headed back into the woods with 
Mark. Bill Cummins, an old race 
acquaintance of Mark's, stopped over 
at the farm while in the area and 
joined us for the ride. Mark took us to 
a rather difficult trail in tight woods, a 
track of sorts about a quarter mile 
around full of tight turns and rough 
whoops. "Before Houston and 
Daytona (Supercrosses) this is all I 
rode. It's not exactly a Supercross 
track, but it keeps you concentrating 
all the time just like in a Supercross." 

Once back at the farm we talked 
about Mark's philosophy on training 
over a glass of iced tea. "You can only 
go so fast in the woods. I know I could 
ride the Two-Day stuff and smoke 
those guys. Once you start moto- 
crossing you really start flying. I had a 
couple of MX courses but I got tired of 
them." 

Mark pulled out a pack of photos of 
Howerton's track in Texas, where 
Mark spent some time riding. "I was 
thinking about moving to Texas to 
ride with Kent, but I don't know if 
that would be good. I got fast riding 
by myself, and if I started riding with 
Kent I'd probably only go fast enough 
to beat him." 

We spent a few minutes talking 
about Kent's arm injury which he 
suffered in August when another rider 
landed on him while he was prac- 
ticing. "I don't know if Kent will be 
the same when he comes back. He's 
got a couple of months to go with the 
cast he has on, then he has to get a 
bone graft and then another cast for 
another month or so. It's hard to lay 
out that long and come back strong." 

Mark thought a run was in order so 
we got into our shorts and running 
shoes and headed up the road. Barnett 
and Bill soon left me behind and when 
I got to the two mile mark they were 
already returning. Mark left Bill 
behind soon after climbing a long 
uphill, and when Mark back-tracked 
to run a set of three sprints up and 
down the hill even his two dogs 
wouldn't run with him! “I feel guilty if 
I don't get those sprints in. On a good 
day I'll ride hard and then go for this 
run, and after it's done I feel really 
good." 

Pork roast with barbecue sauce, 
potatoes, fried sweet corn and all the 
trimmings were waiting for us after we 
showered. Tonight was designated 
party night and we began making 
plans to go to The Warehouse, the hot 
night spot in Selma. We didn't get 
clear of the kitchen before Mark's 
grandma handed him a shopping list. 
"Remember, Mark, no groceries, no 
breakfast in the morning," she said as 
we headed for the van. 

We picked up Anita and stopped at 
a small lounge to visit with a few of 
Mark's and Anita's friends before 
going to The Warehouse. The Ware- 
house was just that; a converted 
warehouse made into a night club. 
The music blared and we had a good 
time. Soon our table was full of friends 
and both Mark and I made our way to 


` the dance floor before the night was 


over, Mark has lived in Alabama for 
over two years, and it was easy to 
realize he has been accepted by the 
local folks. Many people stopped by 
our table and wished Mark well in his 
racing. 

Time flew by, it was past midnight, 
and we hadn't picked up the groceries. 
We piled into the van and found an 
all-night grocery store, filled the list, 
and headed for home. When we got 
there the night was far from over. We 
played Jimi Hendrix and The Doors 


"tapes for a while before turning in. “I 








do what I want to, but around January 
I start training hard and put every- 

* thing else aside. You have to, you have 
to be 100 percent to win." 

We were up and at it fairly early 
Saturday morning, and Mark's first 
project was to drop a new piston into a 
250 so his cousin Ricky would have a 
ibike to ride. Mark and Ricky have 
spent a good part of the last two years 
riding together. While Mark worked 
on the bike a group of riders stopped 
by who were in the area for an enduro 
which was to run the next day. By the 
time we got rolling we had a group of 
eight heading for the trails. Barnett 
showed the way and we put in some 
fun miles. 

Back at the farm we came up with 
a problem. Mark's German Shepherd 
had the mange, and the cure was 
coating the dog with a mixture of 
motor oil and sulphur. We mixed up a 
gooey batch of the stuff and covered 
the dog with it, then went into dinner. 
It wasn't until after we ate that Mark 
found the dog in his van — he had left 
the side door open! No major problem, 
Mark pulled the cover off the bed and 
took it in to be washed. 

Then Mark packed clothes for his 
trip to Canada as he had to leave in 
the morning. His aunt ironed his 
slacks and shirt while the rest of us sat 
around and drank coffee. I never felt 
up-tight at the farm; there's an open 
feeling of friendship that makes you 
part of the surroundings. We decided 
to make one more trip into Selma, but 
made a short and quiet night of it. 
Mark, Anita and I.were tired from the 
long day and night before, so we 
headed to Lafayette's, a more reserved 
night spot than The Warehouse. We 
were joined by  Anita's friend 
Georgeann, which made for fine 
company for me! 

By midnight we were back at the 
farm and in bed, grabbing a good 
night's sleep. In the morning, time was 
short. I had to think about getting to 
the enduro on time, and Mark had to 
leave for the Birmingham airport (75 
miles away) by eight to make his flight 
to Canada. If everything worked out 
right he was going to try and take in a 
Frank Zappa concert before coming 
home. We exchanged good-byes and 
Mark's grandma welcomed me back at 
another time. I knew she meant it and 
hope I can make it back. 

Mark planned to rush back from 
Canada and get in a couple of days of 
hard riding before the San Diego 
(California) Supercross final. "If I 
push real hard before the race I might 
be prepared. After that race I. have to 
go to Japan to test for 15 days, and 
then I get a month off. Only a month! 
It doesn't seem like much before I start 
racing again. But I'll just keep getting 
faster when I ride and race, so it's 
alright. I have three years to go. If I'm 
doing well then I might keep going, 
but if I'm not winning it'll be over, ГЇЇ 
kick back. I've bought an apartment 
complex in Chicago, now I have to 
spend money to save money. I'm one 
of the three highest paid MXers; 
there's only a few of us really making 
money. I'm looking ahead, but I don't 
really know what I'll do when it's all 
over. 

With that we parted ways, and а5,1 
drove down the path and across the 
two plank bridges it was a bit easier to 
understand what makes a champion 
what he is. Other super achievers have 
found other routes to the top, but for 
Mark Barnett the formula was rather 
easy, but the work involved wasn't: 
Strip away the non-essentials, take it 
back to the basics. Invest your time 
wisely in getting to one's goal, then 
work, work, work. Barnett has become 
one of the top MXers in the world, and 
this farm in Alabama has led him to it. 

With that thought I hit a paved 
road and picked up my speed. It was 
time to move on. a 
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Hot Grips 


Frosty fingers are one facet of 
both dirt and street riding that 
cold weather riders have had to 
contend with, at least until now. Hot 
Grips are easy to install and will keep 
one’s fingers toasty warm through the 
severest of conditions. Eight time 
National Enduro Champion Dick 
Burleson put Hot Grips to the test 
during some cold runs on the National 
circuit, where freezing temperatures 
stopped many riders in their tracks. 
Burleson said the grips made his 
winning rides much easier. 

Hot Grips are put on a bike in the 
same manner as normal grips, with the 
exception of the hot leads and ground 
wires that let current flow through a 
copper core inside the grips. Jack 
Penton and Team True Sport run the 
hot leads into the headlight hot wire, 
which works fine and is also 
convenient. With the headlight off the 
grips are almost too hot to handle; with 
the light on enough juice is drained off 
to keep the grips just right. 

The constant change of rpm's оп a 
dirt bike varies the voltage enough so 
that an extra resistor isn’t needed. To 
use the grips on a road bike, however, 
a resistor will reduce voltage to a 
usable level. 

The grips themselves are adequate 
but in some cases will not suit personal 
preferences. Warm fingers and hands 
may mean more than the right feel 
when the weather's really bad. 

One big plus for the dirt rider is that 
Hot Grips will dry out muddy gloves. 
Anyone experienced in dirt riding 
knows what a hassle wet and slippery 
gloves are--Hot Grips are a welcome 
cure for that problem. 

Hot grips retail for $26.95, 
complete with resistor switch. A waffle 
pattern is available on the dirt model, 
with a smoother street model pattern 
also available. Hot Grips were 
designed by Jim Hollander and are 
being distributed by Hi-Point Racing 
Products, 3709 West Erie Avenue, 
Lorain, OH 44053.

Another season of National MX events has 
drawn to a close. Riders are looking forward 
to claiming their National numbers for next 
year and taking a month off before warming- 


up for '82. 

While riders are taking a 
break, another group of travelers 
will also be greatly enjoying a 
few weeks off. This second division of 
travelers have made as many races as 
the riders, have been part of the 
success in winning, have shared the de- 
pression of failure, and have extended 
extra effort when needed. They're the 
mechanics, those who receive a small 
amount of recognition for a big and 
meticulous job. 

just how much do you. know— or 
think you know — about mechanics at 
the Nationals? If a vision pops into 
your head of a high paid guy scooting 
around the country partying and 
working on bikes once in a while, 
you've only got part of the picture. 
There are good times involved, but at 
other moments it's not as pleasant. 
When a day involves a 12 hour drive 
and bike preparation until the early 
morning hours in order to make a race 
schedule, times tend to become tense. 

Grab a map of the U.S., grab Cycle 
News Calendar section from early in 
the year, and trace the National 
circuit from week to week. A few 
hours on the road, to say the least. 
Many miles of listening to the same 
tapes they've heard a hundred times 
before and don't really care to hear 
again. Many motel rooms, missed 
dinners and sleepless nights go by each 
season, all a very real part of a 
mechanic's life, yet many times 
forgotten or not known by the public. 

Enough of what we can tell you 
about mechanics. We gave some of the 
tuners a chance to express their 
feelings on what really goes on in the 
life of a National MX mechanic. Of 
course, we only had time and room to 
print a representative sample of the 
group. Many other faces and personal- 
ities make up the caravan which treks 
from race to race. 

Check out the faces that follow and 
what these tuners have to say. If you 
make a race next year and see any of 
them, give a wave and a cheer. 
Without them, MX racing as we know 
and enjoy it, would be hard to come 


у. 
Greg Arnette 
Arnette, 30, resides in Mission Viejo, 
California, and will marry girlfriend 
Lois in a few weeks. He recently 
stepped into the role of working with 
production bikes under Honda's 
National MX support program. 
Arnette was a National surfer 

and when someone turned him on to 
dirt bikes in 1969 he became hooked. 
"It was just like surfing," said Arnette. 
"Once I took my ride I knew I was 
going for a factory ride." 

Suzuki helped Arnette out with parts 


and he became a 125 and 250cc 
amateur rider in Florida, where he 
lived at the time. Then a serious 
surfing accident cost Arnette a kidney 
and MX racing was out. "I was just 
ready to go pro and my doctor told me 
my kidney couldn't hold up anymore. 
It was stop racing or live a short one." 
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Arnette got into wrenching and was 
aided by already prominent tuners 
Keith McCarty and Brian Lunniss. 
Then Mark Blackwell, at that time 
manager for Team Suzuki, gave 
Arnette a job offer to work with Kent 
Howerton. This year Arnette went to 
Honda, where he tuned for Johnny 
O'Mara. “They made me an offer I 
couldn't refuse.” 

Arnette's gripes are few, but con- 
cerned people who steal in the pits (“I 
don't carry a shotgun for ducks!") and 
AMA scheduling of races which take 
mechanics from one coast to the other. 
He also felt AMA rules change too 
often and that more input from MX 
oriented people should go into AMA 
decisions and rules. 

To Arnette, a mechanic is someone 
who does more than turn wrenches. 
"Part of it is building rider confidence. 
I used to pull Kent off the track and 
show him different lines in practice. If 
he liked them he'd give me the thumbs 
up. A mechanic needs to work with the 
rider, not for him. 

"The public thinks all mechanics 
went to school, and that's wrong. 
Many were ex-racers, and many ex- 
racers know a lot about the sport, 
know how to get an edge. You can 
never stop learning. A bunch of guys 
won't take criticism or advice and 
wham! The next guy has it over on 
them."

stunt he performed during an ABC 
Wide World of Sports telecast. “I was 
dressed up in this chicken suit and had 
to free fall from a three story tower 
into a pool during a World High 
Diving Championship.” 

Chris Haines 

Haines, 30, tuned for Danny LaPorte 
and resides with wife Barbara in 
Mission Viejo, California. His interests 
include running and riding his CR450 
below the border in Mexico when time 
allows. 

Haines got into racing in 1967 and 
became a pro speedway rider for a few 
years before starting to wrench for Jim 
Fishback and now World Champion 
Bruce Penhall. He then turned to MX 
and landed a job with Suzuki, wrench- 
ing for Tony DiStefano and Brian 
Myerscough. Off-road car racing was 
also involved, as Haines drove class 2 
cars in the Baja 500 and Baja 1000. 

His motivation to tune is self-satis- 
faction and money, and he has no 
complaints about tuning, since it’s his 
job. The only rivals Haines battles are 
race tracks and weather. 

His biggest accomplishment to date 
was having LaPorte finish as top rider 
and first American in the Trophee and 
Motocross des Nations events in 
Europe. “On the other side of the 
world all the conditions are different,” 
said Haines. “I had to learn to deal 
with problems accurately and fast. I 
try to keep my job simple. I’ve had one 
DNF in three years. You can make 
your rider fail, there’s no results if the 
bike doesn’t finish. If you have good 
communications with your rider, the 
bike can be better than it was when it 
came from the factory.” 


Haines hopes to tune in World 
Championship GPs in the future, and 
tries to keep an open mind when it 
comes to the public. “I’m always open 
to suggestions and learning things. If a 
ten-year-old kid walks up to me in the 
pits and asks me why a certain part of 
the bike is like it is, I'll think his ques- 
tion over. So many people always ask 
about being a mechanic. They don’t 
realize what's involved. They think you 








bike off and go chase around. It's not 
like that. Pay is your recognition, the 
bike is your tool, and you need self- 
motivation to do your job. If your 
rider isn't doing well it's hard for you 
to do well. I average 70 to 80 hours a 
week on the job.” 


Charlie Benson 

Benson, 27, lives in Southwick, Massa- 
chusetts, when not on the National 
circuit or in Europe tuning for Mike 
Guerra. “Too many broken bones” put 
Benson off the New England Sports 
Committee circuit, and he started 
tuning for Guerra out of a local shop 
in 1976. 

Benson related AMA and FIM 
events. “The AMA has a few extra 
rules that are a bit crazy, but otherwise 
the AMA isn't bad, I don't have any 
gripes. In Europe everything revolves 
around a team effort. A lot more 
testing is involved because the tracks 
over there are harder and much 
different.” 













































To Cycle News readers Benson said, 
“They don’t realize how much work we 
do, it’s much more than they think. 
Some mechanics are parts changers, 
but I have to make pipes and grind 
cylinders. Just yesterday I was up until 
midnight making a pipe, and we only 
used it two minutes—it didn't work. 
I've got a bunch of cylinders at home 
that I've sat and ground away on." 

Benson feels his arrangement with 
Husky is satisfactory. “Тһе money 
could be a little bit better, but I don't 
have any real complaints. They let me 
do my own thing." 

As far as his race program, goes, 
Benson wants more than the acknowl- 
edgement on his part alone. "Sure I'd 
like more people to know. who I am, 
but I'd like even more people to know 
who my rider is." 

Selvaraj Narayana 

Narayana, 34, resides in Windsor, 
Virginia, with wife Paula. Не does 
most of the wrenching and modifica- 
tions on Team Maico machinery. 

While growing up and receiving an 
education in India, "Sel" got into 










































968. His interest in racing grew and 
hen he moved to West Germany in 
970 he hooked up with Maico. 
hrough '70, '71 and '72 Narayana 
aveled the World MX GP circuit as a 
uner. 

A few years later Narayana trans- 
rred to America and became Maico's 
ational Service and Technical 
anager. He has been involved in 
ielding Maico’s National MX team 
ach year and then trying to keep it on 
е road successfully. 
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"There is more work than 1 can 
sometimes handle. Multiple jobs are 
involved," said Narayana. “Sometimes 
sacrifice is involved because we have a 
much smaller budget than the 
Japanese teams." 

Narayana believes a number of 
factors are involved in making a good 
mechanic. "A good attitude, responsi- 
bility and hard work is the only way to 
make it. From what I expect in results 
from my riders I must also put in a 
lot." 

Japanese motorcycles are 
Narayana's rivals, as he is constantly 
trying to keep up with the advance- 
ments they ire making. As far as the 
AMA is concerned, some treatment 
could be a bit more equally divided. 

"As an individual I am treated fairly 

but as a manufacturer rep I am not. 
‘European (affiliated) people are not 
treated as well as the japanese 
companies; that is the truth. At the 
European GPs more acknowledgement 
is given to European bikes, so why are 
the European companies let down 
here?" 

Selvaraj has a degree in Automotive 
Engineering and says he couldn't find 
a better way to spend his life outside of 
motorcycling. He has enjoyed cycles 
since he was a young boy. 

Keith McCarty 

McCarty, 28, tunes for Bob Hannah 
and resides in Orange, California, 
with wife Vicky and daughter Chris- 
tina. In his spare time he enjoys flying 
remote controlled model airplanes, 
snow skiing and water skiing. 

McCarty’s motivation to get into 
tuning motorcycles was money. His 
schooling was in automotive work, but 
Keith found it too dirty and felt he 
didn't receive enough pay for his 
effort. McCarty thought the travel and 
acquaintances he'd make on the 
National MX circuit was the answer, 
so he took a job at Suzuki in the parts 
warehouse to get inside the industry. 
In 1974 he was finally given a chance 
and began tuning for Mike Runyard, 
and in 75 went to Tony DiStefano, the 
year Tony D won his first 250cc 
National Championship. In 77 
McCarty moved to Yamaha and was 
teamed with Hannah. 

When the AMA came into the con- 
versation McCarty had some com- 











plaints. "They're not really fair. It's 
not political, but too personal. lt 
someone has a good idea and takes it 
to the AMA, the AMA person will 
usually push the idea off, blaming 
promoters or insurance policies. No 
one stands up for their own decisions. I 
fought for a long time in what I 
believed in, but all it did was made me 
aggravated and I guess I made an ass 
out of myself. 

"One of my biggest gripes is 
Unadilla. We used to be (mechanics 
signaling area) in a dangerous 60 mile- 
per-hour straight, it's lucky no one got 
killed. This year (Trans-USA) we were 
in a hole, you had to guess if it was 
your rider coming around. It seems 
the AMA wants to hide the mechanics, 
and that's wrong." 

McCarty knows his job has a big 
bearing on his rider, but doesn't put 
all the responsibility on his own 
shoulders. "The percentage always 
changes. The rider is the biggest part, 
and the mechanic has to help the rider 
understand things. If the rider doesn't 
want to ride, no one will change him. 
If he does want to ride, the bike will 
make or break him. Look at Barnett, 
he blasted everyone and now he's 
wondering why he can't take overall 
(at Unadilla and Rio Bravo Trans- 
USA rounds). When the bike breaks 
you have riders worrying about 
problems outside their jobs." 

Jon Rosenstiel 

Rosenstiel, 39, is the quiet yet effective 
tuner for Broc Glover. He resides with 
wife Carol in Westminster, California, 
and is step-father to Wayne Reid and 
National MXer Warren Reid. 

Rosenstiel got into racing through 
Honda. He raced in Illinois in 72, and 
when the Elsinore was introduced in 
713, Jon went to work as Honda’s first 
R&D person and race team wrench 
for the bike. He was working with 











Marty Smith when Smith clinched his 
first 125cc National title in 1974. 

Rosenstiel's nickname is "The Mad 
Professor," which may have something 
to do with his hobbies of astronomy, 
electronics and mechanical things or 
his list of most respected people: 
Albert Einstein, Charles Darwin, the 
Wright Brothers, Robert Goddard 
and others. 

Rosenstiel, like others, wishes the 
AMA would make the schedule less 
hectic, as it is difficult to stay enthused 
when so many miles of driving are 
involved. Jon also feels strongly about 
weight rules made by the AMA. 

“The factories spend big dollars to 
get their factory bikes at just the right 
weight and then the weight limit 
changes. It makes it hard to keep up." 

For Rosenstiel, doing a good job is 
all that matters. “I’m treated fairly by 
the AMA. I just go about my business 
and ignore most everything else. If you 
think about some problems you just 
get worked up anyway. All mechanics 
are different, but for me being a 
mechanic is my job. Some may need 
extra recognition, but not me." 

Bevo Forte 

Forte, 32, is known as “The Czar ot 
Motocross” and resides in Santa Ana, 
California, with MXer Scott Gillman 
and family on their ranch. He started 
racing with John Savitski in New 
England Sports Committee rounds, 
but soon after hung up his leathers. “1 
picked up a few contusions and 
abrasions and left the toys to the 
boys,” said Forte, In 1974 Forte went 
to work as tuner for Savitski and the 
pair headed to Florida to contest the 
Florida Winter-AMA Series. 

When Savitski semi-retired from pro 
MXing this season Bevo went on the 
job market and came up tuning for 
Donnie Cantaloupi. "As far as I'm 
concerned Yamaha is the best 
company to work for. The mechanics 
have a free hand with the motorcycles, 
and if you have an idea you can use 
i" 


Bevo's humorous antics on the 
circuit have been known for years, and 
he is pleased with the recognition he 
has received so far. “I guess I got more 
than most. You can't wait for it, you 
have to get it yourself. I've never had a 
National Championship, but I meet 
people and talk to them." 

Forte realizes the mechanic plays a 
big part in a rider's career but tries to 
keep it in perspective. "It's a fifty-fifty 
deal, but when a rider doesn't finish 
it's all the mechanic's fault. We're just 
the roadies, the rider is the rock and 
roll star." 

Bevo ended our conversation with 
one point he wanted all Cycle News 
readers to know: "Everyone should 
remember I am single and do date at 
the races." 








Dave Osterman 

Osterman, 24, tuned for Mike Bell and 
resides in Reseda, California. His 
interests include riding MX bikes and 
snow skiing. 

Osterman got into racing in 1967 
and was an aspiring MXer. He 
realized he wasn't quite fast enough to 
turn pro, so he turned to wrenching. 
He went to work for Al Baker for two 
years, learned about pipe and frame 
mods, and also met Jim Felt (now 
tuner for Johnny O'Mara) who helped 
him get a job with Yamaha. 

Osterman tunes because it's the next 
best thing to riding, the money is 
good, and the people involved are 
interesting. He has no rivals, and his 
complaints center around the amount 
of time needed to correctly prepare a 
bike and get to the next race on time. 





“The AMA says they can't do any- 
thing about the schedule, but it's 
because they let the promoters walk on 
them. They have to realize the 
promoters need the AMA as badly as 
the AMA needs the promoters. 

"Ask a privateer how many days a 
week he can train when he has to drive 
himself. He has to have a bucks-up 
father to make it. Some of the AMA 
guys should ride with a mechanic for a 
week and see what it's really like. Bill 
West (Rick Burgett’s tuner апа 
Osterman's traveling partner) has 
literally saved my life about three 
times. l'd be so tired trying to make 
the next race Га be 50 yards off the 
road headed for a bridge and Bill 
would scream at me on the CB to 
wake me up." 

Osterman's word to the public is: 
"You have to be the riders mother, 
father, sister, nurse and best friend. 
You're on full time with no time to 
yourself. You race from January to 
November, take a month off and start 
over. When I sleep I dream of Mike's 
bike." 

Osterman's biggest accomplishment 
to date is having Mike win the 
Supercross in Amsterdam, Holland, in 
September. 


Pat Alexander 
Alexander, 27, tuned for Marty Smith 
and resides in Chino Hills, California. 
He raced MX from 1970-72, then ven- 
tured into boat racing. After a few 
years Alexander went back to tuning 
bikes and received a firm background 
when he worked at DG Performance 
for two years under Harry Klem. 
Alexander's gripes concerning the 
National circuit entailed three points. 
"First, the rules aren't just for MX. 
Too many of the rules are the same for 
all other forms of cycle racing. Also, I 
wish there was тоге rider 
participation and enthusiasm for the 
Trophee and MX des Nations. Finally, 
we have to drive just too many miles. 
I'd like to see the promoters get to-

Dick Burleson had a right to be nervous as he 
waited for his number to come up at the start 


of the final round of the AMA National 
Championship Enduro Series on November 8 


near Tulsa, Oklahoma. What 
he had begun іп 1974 was now 
culminating with Burleson’s 
hopes of an eighth consecutive 
record breaking title on the line. Some 
titles came “easy,” some, Burleson 
admits, he has had to work a bit for. 

And this year's title chase? It began 
like most of the rest -- Burleson won 
the opening National and was cruising 
along. Only he had to keep looking 
over his shoulder because Husqvarna 
teammate Mike Melton was making a 
run at him while Terry Cunningham, 
the third member of Team Husky's 
enduro/Two-Day Qualifier team, 
wasn't even in the ballpark after the 
first five rounds. Then something 
happened and Cunningham literally 
caught fire, posting four wins and two 
second place finishes in the next six 
rounds. Burleson had not one, but two 
adversaries gunning for him. Cun- 
ningham was ready to nail Burleson's 
hide to the wall and Melton, even 
though plagued with a bit of bad luck 
at the worst possible time, wasn't 
about to let Burleson off the hook 
either. 

Because the championship is 
decided on a rider's 10 best rides in 
the 12 event series, there were a 


.number of combinations of finishes 


among the three in the final event 
which could cost Burleson the title. He 
could even lose on a tie to Cunning- 
ham or Melton because both had more 
National wins than he did. 

The bottom, the only line for 
Burleson, was to finish at least second 
overall. That way no matter what any- 
one else. did, the title was his. 
Cunningham took his fifth win, but 
Burleson was second despite "rookie" 
mistakes along the way which cost him 
points and which he chalked up to 
being "just a bit nervous." 

The final points show Burleson win- 
ning the title by a scant two points -- 
252 to 250 -- over Cunningham; with 
Melton third at 228. No one else was 
even close to the leading trio. 

“I guess you could say I'm glad it's 
over," said Burleson of the season. 
“The pressure started at the beginning 
of the series. I found myself more 
conscious than I have ever been before 
of focusing on winning the champion- 
ship. I would say that in the past seven 
years I was leaning much more toward 
just winning Nationals. If I did that 
and did it well then the championship 
just kind of came along. The end 
result this year was I was more con- 
sistent and played it safe so I could go 
the whole season without a major goof- 
up of some sort. I wasn't trying to win 
races as hard as I was the champion- 
ship. I didn't plan on getting a lot (six) 
of second place finishes and I really 
would have liked to have won more 
than two Nationals, but that's the way 
things fell into place. 

"I knew we were working up to a 
battle at the end of the season because 
my throwaways -- the two rides you 
don't count -- were a seventh and a 


fourth while Terry, ahd Mike had some. bis 


bad finishes to get rid of. Looking at 
the total points was deceiving because 
I really wasn't in a strong position 
going into the final round although it 
looked like it. I was actually at a dis- 
advantage strategy-wise." 

Burleson has long been known as a 
foul weather rider. He likes the rain, 
mud and slop. It was raining when he 
awoke in Oklahoma and Burleson says 
he smiled when he realized the fact. "I 
like to ride in rotten weather because I 
know I can do good in it. Terry is also 
a bad weather rider where Mike is 
more of a dry, hard-packed ground 
rider -- the storm worked against him. 
I think the weather helped me. If it 
had been dry there- would have been 
that many more chances for somebody 
to play spoiler and bump me to third 
(overall). That's all it would have 
taken and I would have been in deep 
trouble." 

Talk about the recent ISDE in Italy 
to Burleson and you won't find much 
enthusiasm. He didn't enjoy it one bit. 
"The event was nothing but a 
motocross. l'm a trail rider and the 


event didn't suit me one bit. Conse- 
quently, I got blown away -- badly -- 
although I did enjoy riding the one- 
two-five and did get a gold medal. The 
intent was to ride a bit cautious and do 
as well as I could without taking too 
much risk. I rode with the champion- 
ship on my mind." 

There is a certain satisfaction to be 
gained from doing something and 
doing it very well. Burleson's accom- 
plishment is hard to downplay in light 
of his domination for eight seasons. 

“1 don't know if I've really grasped 
what winning the title eight straight 
times really means. I have people 
asking me if I understand just how big 
a feat it is and I really don't know what 
to say. I don't look at it that way. I did 
the best I could for as long as I could 
and that's that. I'm not really an ego- 
trip type person, but, yes, I do feel a 
real sense of accomplishment." 

Until Burleson came along Bill 
Baird was the king of the hill with his 
seven consecutive (1962-68) National 
titles. Burleson had met Baird a few 
times and had talked to him, mostly 
during AMA competition congress 
meetings. He had also ridden events 
that Baird and the club he belongs to, 
the Rock River Riders in Illinois, had 
put on. "I guess you could say we're 
casual friends. I believe Baird respects 
me as a person and a racer and I 
believe he felt if anyone was going to 
break his record then I was basically a 
good choice. I don't think he'll resent 
me for breaking his record although 
he probably would rather have seen it 
not broken. 

"I'd have to say I don't really see 
anybody winning the title nine straight 
years although, as they say, records are 
made to be broken. The machinery 
and riders are just too much more 
sophisticated now than during Baird's 
reign, although that may have been 
exactly the same line of thinking when 


he won his seventh. I don't know." 

Probably the biggest question on the 
minds of Burleson's friends, fans and 
other competitors is whether King 
Richard will try for nine. Burleson was 
a bit reluctant to come out and say 
that he wouldn't hit the National 
circuit next year -- but he did. “I won't 
be contesting the series. One of the 
reasons I kept riding was because I 
wanted to be sure when I stopped 
chasing the title that other Husqvarna 
riders would be right in there. I think 
we're at that crossroads right now. 
Terry and Mike are so good that when 
I'm out we'll still be winning. That's a 
pretty good reason to bow out. 

"I'll be spending more time being 
involved in research and development 
on what we sell here in the U.S. With- 
out the pressure of having to contest 
the championship I can have more 
time to experiment when I race. I will 
also be involved much more closely 
with the home office in Sweden on 
basically R&D matters -- if you're 
racing full time you just can't do that. 
I should also have time to do a little 
fun racing in some areas where I just 
haven't had the time to race before. 
Im not quitting, I'm just changing 
directions. 

"I haven't made up my mind yet as 
to whether I'll do the ISDE Qualifiers. 
I'm leaning in that direction because 
the event will be in Czechoslovakia 
and, having been there in 1977, I 
know just what type of event it will be. 
The Czechs will throw trail, trail and 
more trail at the riders. I could really 
get pumped about that.” 

Will Burleson miss not hitting the 
National circuit next year gunning for 
another title? “I'll probably miss it. 
However, chances are if I did try for a 
ninth title I wouldn't win anyway. 
Things are tough out there. Those 
youngsters have no respect for their 
elders, no respect at all." »

Catching up with Broc Glover - 
Good luck!

Guys who race Supercross and MX Nationals 
for a living have it easy, by comparison. Face 
it; there are maybe a hundred riders chasing 
five chances at number one in the country (125, 


250, 500cc Nationals, Supercross 
and Trans-USA). In contrast, 
there must be 10 times that many 
at least who want to get together 
"for just five minutes, honest" with the 
champions. Lots of folks love a 
winner. З 

Broc Glover is а winner. Starting in 
1977, he won three straight 125cc Na- 
tional motocross titles and was runner- 
up last year, the first time he hadn't 


been able to wear a crown. 

"It was kind of a disappointment 
(finishing second in the  125cc 
Nationals, second in the Trans-USA 
and fifth in the Supercorss series in 
'80) because I won four or five Super- 
cross races,” he recalled recently. That 
wasn't all bad, though. “That was 
kind of a 'birth' in its own. I showed 
some people that I knew how to ride 
something besides 125s. That was 
good for me from a rider's standpoint, 


because it did open some people's eyes 
and got the attention that I needed at 
the time. It turned out really good for 
me, actually." 

Indeed it did. In 1981, Glover con- 
centrated on the bigger bikes and took 
not one, but two titles — 500cc Na- 
tional and Trans-USA — back to his 
El Cajon, CA home. 


Trying to catch Glover with a free 
moment away from the track can be as 
frustrating — perhaps more so — than 
waiting for him to make a mistake on 
the track. There is a/ways something 
to be done. 

However, it's not the sort of 150 mile 
per hour hyperactivity you might ex- 
pect from an MXer who raced 125s for 
a living not so long ago. Instead, Glover 
comes across as the young professional 
who, despite enjoying a good itme as 
much as anyone, is keenly aware of his 





reponsibilities and what it will take to 
maintain close contact with success. 
To that end, physical conditioning 
is high on his list of priorities, as with 
any professional athlete. Unlike some 
health fanatics, Glover has no special 
diet. Conversely, neither is he a junk 
food addict. He does admit a 
penchant for Mexican food, however. 


Running and bicycling constitute 
the bulk of Glover's training program, 
and he derives pleasure from a good 
workout. Road racing. — foot type, 
not motorcycle — has become a chal- 
lenge of late, and he dutifully puts in 
the mileage, the interval work and the 
stretching necessary to meet his goal of 
breaking 40 minutes in one of thé 
many 10,000 meter races that abound 
in the San Diego area. 

It isnt an obsession with him, 
though. Glover is just as likely to take a

morning to go water skiing with Jim 
Gibson, surfing with Scott Burnworth 
or getting in a good 18 holes of golf. 
When we visited Glover, Rick Johnson, 
also of El Cajon and a Yamaha Pro 
Support rider, introduced him to a 
killer game called “HiBall.” The 
object is to throw a ball through a hole 
in the opponent's "court" which can 
only be accomplished by bouncing — 
constantly — on the trampoline floor. 
It sounds simple, but it is work. 
(Glover quickly got the hang of it and 
managed to beat Johnson a couple 
times. Like most champions, he hates 
to lose at anything.) 

It’s easy to believe that Glover would 
have been a professional athlete of one 
sort or another if he hadn’t become a 
factory motocrosser. “I was really into 
baseball (at Valhalla High School); I 
think that’s where I would’ve went. 
Football was good, too, but nowadays 
you either have to be eight foot four 
and 325 pounds or something and be 
able to run the 100-yard dash in nine 
something.” 

As for riding practice, Glover gen- 
erally goes out two or three times a 
week. He has a couple of practice 
tracks set up in the hills a few miles 
from home, and the usual routine is to 
load a bike into the back of his impos- 
ing Chevy four-wheel-drive truck, go 





to the track and ride until the tank 
runs dry. When it’s necessary to test, 
he'll often drive north to meet his me- 
chanic, Jon Rosenstiel, at Saddleback 
Park, trying the new ideas, different 
combinations and minor modifica- 
tions that might produce a better race 
bike. 

Whenever possible, though, Glover 
likes to spend as much time as possible 
at home, or at least close by. Right 
now, home is a comfortable two-bed- 
room condominium he shares with his 
girl friend of several years, Joni Toom, 
and his dog, Turbo. 

Across the room from his complete 
stereo system, one which would be the 
envy of any audiophile, is a little hide- 
away that serves as Glover's telephone 
booth. As does any successful business- 
man, Glover spends quite a bit of time 
on the phone, a fact he somewhat re- 
luctantly accepts. 

A few trophies sit in one corner of 
the living room, and a few 8 x 10s of 
him racing grace other spots. There is 
nothing that screams to a visitor that a 
professional racer lives here. 

He won't be living there too much 
longer, he hopes. "Right now, I’m 
building a house that's gonna be nice 
— four bedrooms, 4400 square feet, a 
four-car garage (1200 square feet) so I 
can put all my three-wheelers in it." 





Situated on a hill overlooking a golf 
course on one side and the city of El 
Cajon on the other, Glover's future 
home is also about 200 yards away 
from one of his practice tracks. Cur- 
rently, plans are to have the house fin- 
ished in the summer of '82. 

One thing that Glover has already 
gotten off the ground and rolling is a 
business on the side — 3B Lightning. 
The shop, started with partners Bill 
Talley and Bob Williams, cater to the 
performance-oriented — three-wheeler 
enthusiast with monoshock frames and 
special engine modifications their spe- 
cialty. Though he isn't there on a day- 
to-day basis, Glover does stay actively 
involved. 

Why three-wheelers? “It gets to the 
point where you go out and race every 
weekend for a job. There's so much 
tension, so much pressure involved." 
Thus, the need for diversion. 

When Glover goes out to the desert, 
usually to the sand dunes at Glamis, he 
likes to go out with some friends in his 
motorhome, towing a large trailer 
which almsot doubles as a machine 
shop besides serving as a three-wheeler 
transporter. Other “toys” in his stable 
include a ski boat, a Yamaha 550 Seca 
and a new Pontiac Turbo Trans-Am, 
the reward for his latest national title 
— the Trans-USA series. 








Between the training, practicing, 
testing, playing and checking on 3B, it 
would be easy to think that all of that 
burned up a day fairly completely, but 
others bide for his time, too. While we 
visited him, a local radio station was 
trying to arrange a meeting, a race pro- 
moter called about travel changes, and 
Glover let it slip that he was supposed 
to play in a special celebrity volleyball 
match and also judge a beauty contest 
in the near future. 

The reason for the last two, besides 
some fun: Glover feels that it can only 
be bencficial to the sport if the general 
public becomes more aware of and 
familiar with the top names and faces 
in motocross. “I think Yamaha and all 
the major teams need to exploit their 
riders more...get 'em out to be more 
spokesmen for the company, and link 
the factory with the general public," 
he ventured. 

When tagging along with Glover 
through a "normal" day, though, 
you've got to wonder where he'll fit any 
more things in his already full schedule. 
When we spoke to him, he was in con- 
stant though not hurried motion as he 
went from room to room and closet to 
suitcase, packing for a three-week 
racing trip to Australia where others 
would find it as difficult to catch up 
with him as we did. P e

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Kent Howerton: On 
the comeback trail 


By Tom Mueller 


1981 was a year that gave Kent Howerton some glory, then victory, and finally 
despair. Howerton went to war with Bob Hannah on the 250cc National MX circuit 
and, took six of a possible eight rounds overall, clinching the 250cc title for the 
second straight year. He was also running strong in the Supercross Series point 
standings and looked to be a top contender to repeat as the Trans-USA Champion. 
But on August 23, Howerton’s season ended. He was out practicing on his 
personal track, and when he stopped to help a fallen rider he was hit by yet another 


rider who crested a jump and landed on him. The result was a crushed and broken | 


left hand and wrist. 


Injuries —at least the kind that keep you out of races — were foreign to Kent, and 
for the first time in his racing career he had to sit on the sidelines. Watching other 
riders take the titles home was at first hard for him to comprehend, but he took a 
quick grasp on the situation and began to train as best he could. 

Four months have gone by since Kent incurred his injury, and he's about to get 
back on a motorcycle and make his comeback ride. Here's what a champion had to 
say about the past season, his time off, and what's in store in the future. 


Kent, would you give us an update 
on your hand? 

Well, it feels pretty good. I’m wearing 
a tiny little hand cast made of fiber- 
glass. I can do anything. I've been 
chopping trees, picking up big rocks, 
working on my tracks. It hasn't 
bothered me much anymore. I find 
out Monday (December 14), when I 
get some X-rays, how I'm doing. If it's 
not healing that would be really weird. 
From the last time they X-rayed it (two 
months ago) there's been a 90 percent 
"improvement... ....... 





Jill (Kent’s wife) told me you might 
have a knee operation. What 
happened? 

I jammed my (left) knee in 1971 or ‘72. 
All they are going to do is scrape some 
of the rough stuff off the back of my 
kneecap. All they make is one small 
hole about a half inch long. I'll walk in 
and walk out the next day. It irritates 
me when I do exercises or run six or 
seven miles, so I’m just going to get it 
done while I have a few weeks off and 
then I'll have a perfectly normal knee. 
Do you believe іп the 250cc curse? 








Gary Jones, Tony DiStefano and 


Hannah were all injured after 
locking up 250cc titles. 

Oh, I don't know. The 250 cham- 
pions hang onto their titleslonger than 
the 500 champions. There's been a 
new 500 champion almost every year. 
How about next year? Do you think 
you'll try the 500s? 

I think I'll ride 500s, even if I'm ready 
for the 250s. Most everyone is going to 
be riding the 500s next year — Donnie 
Hansen, Broc Glover, Mike Bell, 
Chuck Sun—I forgot some of the 
others. It's a very dull deal. You ride 
250s in stadiums, then you ride the 
250 Nationals, then in the Trans-USA 
you ride 250s there. In '79 at least we 
got to ride 500s in the Trans-USA. 
‘There's a whole invigorating attitude 
involved with riding a brand new bike 
of a different size. I told them (Suzuki) 
at the Superbowl (in Los Angeles on 
July 11) that I'd like to ride 500s. I was 
tired of riding 250s, especially with all 
that. garbage that happened with 
Hannah. It wasn't any fun. I like to 
have fun when I ride. 

Do you think Hannah will stay with 
the 250s? 

I would if I were him. If no one moves 
into the class he might even be able to 
win it. 

What sort of effects has the lay-off 
had on your life? Have you enjoyed 
the time off? 

I've enjoyed myself. Mostly Гуе been 
working on my farm and ranch, 
working on my tracks, getting them 
ready tor when I start practicing, 
lengthening them... putting new. stuff 








in. Гус got a totally new layout. This 
time I've got a bunch of really high 
hills and steep banks; it's even more 
serious than Unadiila (New York 
USGP course). We're right on the San 
Antonio and Medina Rivers and 
there are 100 foot banks there. I've got 
my track up and down the hills and 
through the canyons. 

Have you thought of retiring? 

Мо мау! This makes me want to ride 
even more. I like riding too much. On 
the average l. ride two to three hours 
four times a week, not counting 
Sundays. All-I can think about is 
riding. It's been almost five months. It 
seems like a long time since I got hurt, 
but it doesn't seem like a long time 
since I rode last because I feel the same 
as when I quit. My attitude is better 
than ever, it's refreshed. 

Some of the riders have said you 
won't come back as strong as you 
were, that you just can't lay out as 
long as you have and come back 
competitively. What's your reaction 
to that? 

A lot of.people, you know how they 
are, they think, “Well, he got hurt, so 
that's that.’ I just hope none of those 
people are watching me next year 
when I come back. Гуе been keeping 
up my running when I've been off, so 
I'm not that far out of shape. It'll take 
about a month of riding to get back 
into shape. I plan on coming back a 
lot stronger than when I went out. 
Before the Trans-USA I was stronger 
than I've ever been before. I just want 
to get back like that again. I just hope 


1 can make the first,stadium races., Lf 





my hand is healing I'll make it (to the 
Anaheim, California, opener on 
January 31). 

Last season the press seemed to over- 
play the Howerton/Hannah con- 
flicts, especially Saddleback (Cali- 
fornia National on April 5 where 
Howerton and Hannah knocked 
each other down). What’s your 
position on Hannah? 

It was kind of bad. You've got the 
magazines who want to sell their stuff. 
Especially Motocross Action; they're 
biased towards Bob. All the other 
magazines did an article on me and 
Bob, giving each side. Motocross 
Action only gave Hannah's side, and 
there's nothing for the reader to gain 
information on, to make a judgment. 
Our County Commissioner even wrote 
them a letter explaining all the things 
they did wrong. They used misleading 
questions and answers. It helped the 
attendance, which is no problem, but 


one paper in Sacramento (California) ` 


said some stuff and the other rider 
reads it and he thinks, ‘God dang, does 
he really think that about me? I 
thought maybe Bob wouldn't be that 
gullible to read that, but I know he 
did. He mentioned it in another 
article. 

There was a lot of pressure on both 
of us, for me to retain my title and for 
him to get it back. I think we could 
have gone through all that without any 
problem if it wasn't for the big deal 
Motocross Action put out. I don't care 
anymore, it's all done and gone, but 
I'm sure the magazines will want to 
play it up some more. Motocross 
people are some of the biggest gossip 
people around. They have to have 
something to eat on, but that's the way 
it is. It doesn't really bother me, but I 
don't like it and there's nothing I can 
do about it, so I just go on and do 
whatever I want todo anyway. | 

It wasn't hard to beat him (Han- 
nah), that was no problem. I'd just 
charge for 15 or 20 minutes and then 
he was nothing. He could gas it at first 
but then he'd fade. The whole mood 
was bad. You won the race but didn't 
feel as good about it. 

As a veteran of MX, do you feel you 
have a different outlook than some 
of the younger riders? 

I've got a lot of experience, I started 
racing professional in '73. I can look 
' over a whole year and I know exactly 
what I have to do. Each year I know 
what to add to get up to whatever I 
need to do. The older I get the 
stronger I've been getting. I think I'm 
maturing into it a little bit slower than 
others. Most of the young guys who are 
riding started earlier; if you look back 
when some of them started it's 
ridiculous! Like Brian Myerscough, he 
started riding minis. Brian's been 
riding longer than I have, yet he's not 
considered a seasoned rider. I never 
started riding until I was 16, then I 
started racing at 17 or 18. All my 
friends I was riding with thought I was 
crazy. Га just see a hill and take off at 
it. They'd just sit there and shake their 
heads and say I was insane, I learned 
rapidly and was eager to ride. That's 
all I could think about, and then I 
progressed rapidly. 

The biggest thing I want to do is win 
the stadium championship. I've come 
so close all the time. I'm going to build 
a stadium track pretty soon, I've got 
all the equipment to do it. 

Are you planning on racing ahy- 
where in January other than Ana- 
heim? arat. z 

If the doctor lets me out of the cast I’m 
going to start working my hand like 
crazy and start riding. I’m just going 
to stay here and get with the program. 
If I'd go to the races in Florida I 
couldn't train hard enough. I've got 
everything I need right here. Those 
races would just be another way of 
geting hurt. I only race if I've got 
something at stake. ә

Honda produces 
pure pleasure 


playbike

We're not sure who Honda was aiming at with 
their four-stroke XR250R. The suspension and 
details are up to National enduro calibre. But 
the engine, wonderfully tractable and surpris- 


ingly peppy for a 250cc quadra- 
stroke, may fall short in the ac- 
celeration requirements for top 
riders dashing from check to 
check under near impossible conditions 
and speed averages that make enduro 
riders racers, pure and simple. 

What Honda has come up with is 
the best bike we've ridden to date for 
sheer fun, recreational, mess-around- 
with-your buddies, off-road play riding. 
Everyone who rode it had a ball. 

Honda introduced Pro- Link suspen- 
sion to the XR line in 1981. For 1982, 
there are only minor changes. The 
most significant change, however, is in 
the Showa shock utilized by the Pro- 
Link system. 

In 1981 there was a problem with 
the shock's damping system overheat- 
ing. That has been rectified for 1982 
with a remote reservoir and a new valv- 
ing system, utilizing washers in a 
similar manner as Ohlins shocks, an in- 
dustry standard, and used in Honda's 
works MXers. Rebound damping is 
four-way adjustable via aring on the 
shock body, and for '82, the rates have 
been stiffened slightly. 

In actual application, the Pro-Link 
works superbly. Big stuff, medium size 
stuff, and the little surface irregular- 
ities all got soaked up in a Cadillac- 
plush ride. We left the rebound setting 
on the number two position, as de- 
livered from Honda, and never felt 
compelled to change it. The reservoir 
does its job, and after riding for awhile, 
it was hot to the touch. 


Specifications 


At the other end, suspension is sup- 
plied by air assisted forks of 37mm dia- 
meter. Fork action and damping rates 
were spot-on, and only minimal flex 
was experienced, despite the lack of 
beef (by modern day ie in the 
stanchion tubes. 


Suspension travel at either end is 10 
inches. That's plenty enough for the 
vast majority of riders likely to buy this 
machine. As it was seat height it was 
well up there at 37.2 inches. 


With a wheelbase of 55.9 inches the 
bike has good straight line stability. 
But with the long travel, and a claimed 
dry weight of 262.4 pounds, much of 
which is carried high on the bike due 
to the four-stroke configuration, the 
bike gets a little ponderous in tight, 
low speed situations. But to Honda's 
credit, no rider had a clue that he was 
dealing with nearly 300 pounds of 
mass with a full tank of gas, and the 
weight came as a shock to some who 
didn't read the stats until after putting 
a hundred miles or so on the machine. 


The 249cc OHC four-valve engine is 
a play rider's delight. It's heavily over- 
square with a bore of 74mm and a 
stroke of 57.8mm, reducing the height 
of the рокери considerably. Ноп- 
da’s Pentroof? combustion chamber іп 
utilized, and like the bike's big brother 
the XR500R, dual exhaust ports and 
head pipes are employed. Air and gas 
are mixed in a 30.5mm Keihin piston 
valve carburetor, which also has a four- 
position choke.

Power is delivered to the rear wheel 
through a six-speed transmission and 
530 chain. To keep maintenance down, 
ignition is capacitor discharge. 

Like we said before, the mill is a de- 
light. Power down low is excellent for 
the displacement involved, and it pro- 
duces a pretty good amount of top end 
to boot. We never got into a situation 
the bike couldn’t pull us out of. First 
or second gear — usually second — 
and just a modicum of rpm and the 
bike could not be stopped. Trials ma- 
chinery notwithstanding, the XR250R 
is the tractor of the 250cc class. 

First gear is a tad on the low side, 
but all the other ratios and their spac- 
ing are right on the money. The trans- 
mission shifted smoothly under most 
conditions, but trying to perform a 
quick upshift under a load was a down- 
right bear. Clutch pull is the lightest 
we've come across, so light it makes 
you want to use the clutch all the time. 

The wheels feature more of the '82 
updates. Honda claims the new alum- 
inum rims are both stronger and 
lighter than last year's items, and they 
feature new rim locks. The rear wheel 
is quick-disconnect, and chain adjust- 
ment is performed with snail cam ad- 
justers on the rear of the box aluminum 
swingarm. 

IRC tires came with our test bike. 
We didn't get a chance to test them 
under a wide variety of surfaces and 
came away with no real impression one 
way or another, save to say the rear 
knobs were getting both rounder and 
smaller at a rapid rate. 

Up front the XR250R features a 
double leading shoe brake. To say it 
worked well would be a gross under- 
statement, but some caution should be 
exercised until you get used to it. Ask 
the tester who grabbed his normal 
dose of front brake lever on a steep 
downhill and almost had himself and 
the Honda cartwheeling onto their re- 
spective noses. Another note: a double 
leading shoe front brake does not work 
going backwards. Remember that 
when you unload the machine off a 
truck! 

Rear brake is nice and compact and 
performs nicely when adjusted proper- 
ly. But some sponginess can be felt 
through the cable actuation. 


Both the rear brake pedal and the 
shift lever were well located, and both 
were of the folding variety. 

Bars and their related parts fit and 
work just fine. Riding position was 
quite comfy, as was the well-padded 
seat. The gas tank holds 2.4 gallons, 
and the shape is short so the seat comes 
well forward for easy weighting of the 
front end. 

Instrumentation consists of a speedo- 
meter and a resettable by-10ths trip 
meter. Both are easy to read, and the 
speedometer goes to 90 mph, or about 
five mph higher than Honda’s CBX. 

In keeping with the bike's good 
manners, starting is generally very 
easy. A compression release is activated 
when the lever is pulled out, and kick- 
ing it through is very easy. Our machine 
was a regular first-kick starter, except 
when we dropped it, or after we 
washed it. The latter may have been a 
fluke, since the bike went through a six 
hour ride in pouring rain, snow, sleet 
and hail with little reluctance about 
firing right off. 

A tool pouch is mounted on a rack 
right behind the rear seat. The con- 
tents, however, were a little sparse. 
The one tool that was in there, however, 
was a dandy multi-purpose wrench 
suitable for 12, 17 and 24mm nuts as 
well as spark plugs and spokes. 

As we said at the outset, this is one 
fun motorcycle. It took us where we 
wanted to go in comfort and with a 
minimum of effort. There were no 
hassles or glaring deficiencies. And 
fun, to our way of thinking, is what 
motorcycling is all about. e

Driving up to Alamo Mountain or Ballanger 
Canyon, you zoom up the new Ridge Route, 
Interstate 5, six lanes of 55 mph asphalt and 
concrete, you and a thousand others. Occasion- 


ally some of the scenery can be 
fairly interesting, at least the first 
couple of times. 

How would you like to' do 26 


miles of the real Ridge Route on a bike 
and thumb your nose at that unimagi- 
native roadway below? Well, let's ride 
the old original route. It’s. still up 
there, way up on the ridge top laying 
like a snake. It's a fun ride with many 
historic and scenic spots along the 
way. With fuel prices the way they are, 
this makes a super family outing fairly 
close to home. 

The first time my son and I tried it 
on a scooter, the wind was blowing so 
hard that 10 mph was all that I could 
obtain at full throttle heading north. 
Coming south on the return І hit 40 
going uphill in neutral. We were hit 
with small rocks, branches from bushes, 
tumble weeds, and even free flying 
beer cans. It was a 40 degree day but 
with the wind and the chill factor 
figured in it must have been about 
zero. A windy day up here is a real 
bummer. 

Recently a long time buddy asked if 
I would conduct a ride over the route 
for him and several friends. They are 
novice riders and their bikes ran the 
gamut from a tacky and very old 
Suzuki 90 to a new Honda 350 still 





loaded with all the factory do dads 
plus some interesting add-ons. It was a 
very successful ride with the weather in 
the shirt sleeve mode. The only problem 
encountered was a laugh-in type get- 
off resulting in a skinned shin and a 
bent ego. 

The history of the old Ridge Route 
is fantastic reading. The stories I've 
read sounded like so much fiction, but 
after you ride it you have to believe 
every word. I've driven it several times 
and once.led a party of 14 dads and 
their sons on a 19 mile bicycle ride on 
it. That ride was so rough, one dad 
ended up with a $75 repair bill on his 
racing bike, two kids crashed because 
of chuckholes, and many tires were 
worn paper thin. 

The route was started in 1913 and 
completed in 1915. It was built with 
horse drawn “Fresno’s” and many pick 
and shovels. The cost was a staggering 
(for the time) $1.5 million. The con- 
crete was laid six inches thick and it 
has held up better than the asphalt 
used to straighten many of the curves. 
It has been said that there were 642 
narrow curves along its 29 mile length. 
Remember, the Ridge Route section 
was from Castaic to Gorman and the 
section from Gorman to Wheeler 
Ridge on the Bakersfield side was 


* called the “Grapevine.” The speed limit 





on this new super highway was a hot 15 
mph. 

Imagine driving this “abomination” 
in an open cab, chain-driven Mack 
truck. Гуе talked to one old trucker 
who hauled potatoes over the old route 
and his stories of the snow storms, high 
winds, runaway trucks, shifting loads 
and boiling radiators make me wonder 
how he lived to be 72. These were the 
days of mechanical brakes, no safety 
inspections, and many truckers were 
“outlaw” so their vehicles were usually 
overloaded because they were paid by 
the hundredweight. 2 

Іп 1933 a new route was completed 
in the canyon bottom, saving nine 
miles and over an hour's time. The 
cost went up to $3.5 million. In 1947 a 
modernizing and realignment took 
place and you guessed it, the cost now 
jumped to 12 million dollars, The new 
route, Interstate 5, is a pretty fine high- 
way and it was completed in the early 
"708. It's a far cry from the original but 
the cost jumped, maybe catapulted 
would be a better word, to more than 
$90 million. That kind of bread buys a 
lot of chain lube and spark plugs. 

If you take this ride, I think spring- 
time is the best. The wild flowers will 
be out in force. There are two places 
that abound with wild poppies. One is 
just across the road from the county 
fire station and the other is on the sides 
of Bald Mountain. 1 

Let's get to the actual ride. Drive to 
the settlement of Castaic on Interstate 
5, and exit on Lake Hughes Road. Go 
east one half mile to a road signed 
"Old Ridge Route." Take a left and 
proceed north about one mile, past the 
park at Castaic Dam, to the Castaic 
brickyard. Park and unload your 








bikes. Take mom and the older kids, 
(a Class four license is needed) as this 
would be a super ride for them. 

Start up the paved road and stop 
occasionally to take in some of the 
canyon scenery. Several miles from the 
start you parallel Interstate 5 for a 
short distance. Vehicles on the freeway 
will be only 20 feet away traveling at 
55 to 70 with only a four strand barbed 
wire fence between you. At about 6.8 
miles you will come to Templin High- 
way. Left is down to the freeway, and 
tight is down to the Castaic Dam 
powerhouse and the road up to 
Cienaga Spring. This is a very good 
side trip and ГЇЇ cover it later. Along 
the way disregard the following signs: 
“Not a through road,” and “Not main- 
tained past this point.” The road goes 
through and is cared for — well, some- 
times. But do obey the No Trespassing, 
No Hunting, and No Shooting signs. 

From the intersection go straight 
ahead, and as you continue look off to 
your right, you'll see the unusual 
formations of Red Rock Canyon. The 
road you see in the canyon bottom ser- 
vices a telephone cable. At 16.7 miles 
you come to Reservoir Hill with its few 
pine trees. Take the road on the left, 
up about 100 yards to the top. This is a 
good spot for a coffee break or to have 
lunch on your way back. Take a walk 
around the top and if it’s a clear day 
the view can be pretty interesting. The 
dry concrete reservoir a tad to the 
south has and can be ridden like an 
old fashioned motordrome. Be careful 
because the sides are sometimes slick. 

Continue north for about two miles 
and right under the power lines to the 
east was the site of the old Halfway Inn. 
Time, the elements and progress have

covered everything. Continuing up the 
route you will soon pass the remains of 
a stone wall on your left. This was the 
Tumble Inn. It was quite famous in its 
time and I'll bet that place could tell 
some really wild stories. It's a shame 
some of these old historic spots have 
not lasted or been preserved. 

At about 24 miles, a few stone walls 
on both sides of the road are all that 
remains of the Sandberg Lodge. It was 
still open on weekends in early 1959 
and it burned to the ground in 1960. 
I've seen some pictures of it and it was 
a very beautiful old rustic wooden 
structure. Around a couple of turns 
you come upon county fire station 
number 77. Across from it is the road 
to Bald Mountain. The old weather 
station on top is now automated and 
locked tight as is the telephone repeater 
station. No No signs abound on that 
road, but if you stay on the pavement 
it's OK according to the Captain at the 
fire station. Near the top and looking 
north you can see part of the California 


Aqueduct in the western portion of the 
Antelope Valley. A couple of years ago 
we ran into some pretty fair sized snow 
banks on this piece of road. 

Years ago my wife and I visited the 
weather station when it was manned 
and were given a tour. We were able to 
watch a weather balloon launching. 
The balloon had several thousand dol- 
lars of special equipment on board. 
Each time I make this trip I try and 
find the site of the famous “Sunfreeze 
Ice Cream" sign. I have not been suc- 
cessful. Not even the stone pillars can 
be found. Ask your granddad if he can 
remember it. 

To return, just retrace your route. 
Try and follow the old concrete, and 
notice how narrow it is. Two large 
trucks meeting in the dead of night on 
some of these curves must have been a 
little puckery. The asphalt was added 
through the years to help straighten 
the curves. Even with it, it is a snaky 
route at best. 

When you return to Templin 


Highway (if you don't have the time, 
save it for another day), go left (east). 
Follow the pavement 3.5 miles down to 
the canyon bottom. Cross the new con- 
crete bridge and go up the road going 
east into the narrow canyon. The old 
plank bridges here used to wash out 
almost every year. This is Fish Canyon 
and within three miles you will come 
to Cienaga Campground. On the way 
in the stream crosses the road several 
times. These crossings can be slick at 
times so please be careful. The camp- 
ground is a nice little spot in the spring- 
time and is not heavily used. There is 
usually no drinking water in summer 
or fall. 

You can continue east for seven miles 
to Elizabeth Lake Road. This is a nice 
trip and if you wish to push on, you can 
go up Ruby Canyon and then down 
Clearwater Canyon an additional 10 
miles to San Francisquito Canyon. At 
this point you must return the same 
way because other routes are very long 
and a possible five mile run on the 





freeway. 

If you are in the camping mood, 
there is another place you can camp 
and use as a starting point. On the west 
side of Interstate 5 at Templin High- 
way there is a piece of the old 1933 
route. Head north on it a couple of 
miles and you'll find Oak Flat Camp- 
ground. Drinking water is usually avail- 
able all year. Total miles on this trip 
was 76 including the side trips to 
Cienaga and Oak Flat Campgrounds. 

Several maps will be helpful to you. 
The Angeles National Forest Map and 
the Auto Club Map of Los Angeles 
and Vicinity are two of the best. For 
you map freaks (like me) I suggest the 
following USGS topo maps: Liebre 
Mountain, Whitaker Peak and Warm 
Springs Mountain. 

So, get your bikes gassed up, pack a 
lunch, get mom and the kids together 
for a super ride into some of southern 
California's nostalgic past. And don't 
get in the way of those old Mack 
trucks. e. 
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Simpson RXM.-1 helmet 


The Simpson RXM-1 helmet 
isn't for everyone. For one thing, 
it doesn't look like a conven- 
tional helmet. It looks more like 
something out of Star Wars. A "Darth 
Vader" helmet, one of our staffers 
dubbed it. Actually, it depends on 
how you look at things. Remember, 
beauty is in the eye of the beholder. So 
is uniqueness. 

Of course uniqueness doesn't come 
cheap. The suggested retail price of 
the helmet is $229. What you get is a 
high quality, lightweight helmet made 
of DuPont Kevlar 49, with auto racing 
technology behind it. 

The RXM-1 doesn't fit like most 
helmets. The feel is very snug to the 
head and face and it appears more 
contoured to the shape of the head 
than other style helmets. Some would 
say the helmet fits too tight. Yet, it 
feels good. The soft weave nylon 
interior has a padded neck roll and ear 
cups, which cut down road/outside 
noise quite a bit. 

The chin strap seems to be anchored 
a bit farther back than on other 
helmets making the strap seem to rest 
against the rider's neck. After a few 
days one doesn't notice it. The vent 
ports in the face bar provide for a 
constant flow of fresh air to the rider. 

The vision area is shaped like a pair 
of goggles. The shield has no provision 
for graduated opening. We found 
Hydron replacement shields work 
better than the original one. For cold 
weather there is a piece of, for lack of 
a better name, weather stripping that 
adheres to the moulding around the 
eye opening to make it air tight. In 
summer, you can leave the stripping 
off for more air flow, although one 
must be careful as rain will get sucked 
into the outside of the shield and it is 
easy to fog up in cool, damp weather.

. Worth the wait

Things looked good for Bultaco іп the fall of 
1979. Bernie Schreiber had just won their sev- 
enth straight European or World Trials Cham- 


pionship. 

Then the scenario changed 
dramatically: A strike hit the 
factory. Eventually 10 months 
would pass before production 
resumed. As the cash flow dwindled, 
there were cutbacks. The contract of 
Yrjo Vesterinen, the champion Schrei- 
ber had unseated, was not renewed. In 
the next few months Tony Gorgot, 
Martin Lampkin, and Manuel Soler 





left to ride for other manufacturers. 
Schreiber was the last to go, in May of 
1980. 


Finally, the strike was resolved, the 
company was placed under the direc- 
tion of a government appointed interim 
manager, and the workers returned in 
the fall of 1980. 


For the 1981 season, Bultaco turned 
to Vesterinen, thé "1976-77-78 world 





champion. The Finn, always a key 
figure in Bultaco development, con- 
tinued work on the 340cc prototype 
engine that had been in the works for 
more than two years. j 

The production 340 reached the 
European markets last summer. By 
Labor Day, the first shipment was in 
the States. 

In an effort to promote additional 
interest in the new machine, the Ameri- 
can distributor, Bultaco International, 
lured five-time U.S. champion Marland 
Whaley out of retirement to ride the 
final five rounds. of the AMA/NATC 
National series. Marland, pursuing a 
motocross career with Husky, had not 
been on a trials bike in about 10 
months when he took delivery of a 340 
in August to prepare for the Labor 





Day Nationals in Oregon and Wash- 
ington. 

Some thought that Marland, who 
won almost half of the National events 
he rode from 1974 through 1980, could 
pick up where he left off. That didn't 
quite happen. Ten months is a long 
layoff for any premier athlete in any 
sport. Marland rode well, considering 
his abrupt switch from berms to creek 
beds, missing a win on a cleans tie- 
breaker at one trial while finishing 
four points back in another. 

Marland felt that his own rustiness 
rather than his motorcycle prevented 
even better results. He was totally de- 
lighted with the new 340, calling it the 
best trials bike he had ever ridden. 

A driving accident en route to Illinois 
in October prevented Marland's par- 
ticipation in the final two Nationals. 

Bultaco wanted to be sure everyone 
instantly recognized their new bigger- 
engine bike. To do this, they decided 
to go to a two-tone color scheme, adding 
white to the blue adopted for the 1979 
model. 

The fenders and epoxy-painted 
frame are both white. White is also 
used to accent the blue gas tank. 

The fork sliders, triple clamps, 
fender stays, and shock bodies are now 
blue. The engine remained black. 

The plastic gas tank is now painted, 
brightening it up noticeably compared 
to the dull natural look of previous 
versions. A special chemical heat treat- 
ment permits the painting on plastic. 


To boost the engine displacement 
from 326cc to 340cc, Bultaco enlarged 
the bore from 83.2 to 85mm. The 
stroke remained’ 60mni. Compression 
is 9.1:1. Peak horsepower is 19.4 at 
6000 rpm. Peak torque is reached at 
4500 rpm. 

The major challenge in the develop- 
ment of the bigger engine was main- 
taining or improving bottom end 
smoothness while increasing power with- 
out introducing any “jumpiness” in the 
response. These complex goals explain 
the lengthy prototype period. 

The dependable flip-a-clip-to-drain- 
the-float-bowl 28mm Bing carburetor 
was retained. 

The bottom end of the engine re- 
ceived a new six-speed transmission. 
The bike as delivered to the U.S., 
shifts from the left side. Accessory kits 
to restore the bike to right side shifting 
are available from trials specialty 
shops. This switch also allows a more 
direct hook-up of the rear brake arm, 
mounted on the left side of the hub, 
and the accessory left-side brake pedal. 

Bultaco retained the same first and 
top gear ratios, using the old (1:1 ratio) 
fifth as the new sixth. Then they in- 
serted four gears where there were 
formerly three. The new transmission 
ratios аге: 151 — 4.479, 2nd — 3.473, 
$rd — 2.769, 4th — 1.952, 5th — 
1.353, 6th — 1.000. 

The new ratios offer the rider more 
section selection options as well as im- 
proving the quality of loop riding. The 
old too-slow-in-fourth-but-it-bogs-up- 
in-fifth routine is now ancient history. 

In the sections, the new lower second 
and third allow a rider to go slower or 
opt for the traction advantages of 
taller gearing. The reduction of the 
spacing between third and fourth is 
also a big help for hillclimb sections. 

The new, larger capacity plastic air 
box breathes from the top rather than 
the front. It's much more easily ser- 
viced. Removal of a circular rubber 
seal lets the rider get to the filter. Over- 
all, the new unit is a big improvement 
over past efforts. 

Bultaco went with a sidepull type 
throttle, made by Ideal. This setup is 
virtually standard now for trials bikes. 
In addition to minimizing the chances 
of catching the throttle cable on 
brush, it also reduces the risk of damag- 
ing the cable when the bike goes up- 
side down. 8 





Two items that weren’t changed in 
the powerplant were the ignition and 
starting systems. The Sherpa uses 
points and still must be placed in neu- 
tral for starting. 

The aluminum skidplate was not 
widened any. Many riders opt to weld 
on additional aluminum up front to 
protect the edges of the cases. 

Every trials bike built today has 
been in some way influenced by Bultaco 
geometry pioneered in the mid-sixties. 
The Sherpa's wheelbase is 51.7 inches. 
Seat height is now a lower 31% inches, 
Footpeg height is 15 inches. Ground 
clearance was upped to 13.5 inches. 
Dry weight is 203 pounds, 

The most noticeable change in the 
frame, other than the epoxy paint job, 
is the removal of the rear frame loop. 
This allows for a lower rear end, mak- 


ing it easier to foot or plant one’s buns’ 


to crab walk through a section if 
necessary. 

Some might suspect that the deletion 
of the tubing would reduce frame 
strength, especially if the bike does a 
big flip number. However, the factory 
did beef up the rear of the frame under- 
neath the seat. 

The new swingarm utilizes square- 
shaped rather than circular tubing to 
reduce swingarm flex. This was done 
to improve straight line stability, a 
handling trait that Bultacos have 
never been short on to begin with. 

The footpegs were moved both up 
and back. This accornplished two 
goals. Moving the pegs back makes the 
front end lighter for skimming over 
rubble or lifting into a wheelie turn. 
At the same time, more weight is direc- 
ted over the rear tire for better 
traction. 

Raising the pegs provides more foot 
clearance and makes the bike more re- 
sponsive (and quicker reacting) to 
body weighting moves. 

Suspension remains basicall un- 
changed, although the Betor shocks 
are now rebuildable. Fork travel is 6.5 
inches while rear wheel travel is 534 
inches. Betor shocks are not noted for 
their longevity, but they are still con- 
sidered by many to be the finest trials 
shocks going until they wear out. Their 
rebuildability now allows a rider to 
freshen them regularly. 

Other changes include an improved 
chain tensioner and the use of stainless 


steel control cables. : 
Countershaft/rear sprocket gearing 


is 11/39. 

So how does the big 340 handle? 
Superbly. Any Bultaco rider can climb 
on and feel right at home. Then he'll 
note that the larger engine seems even 
smoother on the bottorn than a 326 
while offering more power when the 
throttle is snapped on. That's when 
he'll appreciate the three years that 
went into the development of the 
engine. 

The new swingarm and relocated 
footpegs conspire to weight the rear 
tire for better straight line running on 
level ground or charges up bumpy hill- 
sides. At the same time, the front end 
lightness can be appreciated for float- 
ing turns. 

Naturally, Bultaco's problems in 
1980 cost them sales. Product wasn't 
being built. Riders were uncertain 
about the status of the factory. Then, 
too, a Montesa world championship 
model and the appearance of Italian 
machines gave the buyer a wide selec- 
tion. All these factors had to affect 
American sales. Until the strike the 
Sherpa had been the top selling Euro- 
pean bike in the nation for years. 

However, it seems quite evident that 
Bultaco takes great pride in their ability 
to produce championship quality ma- 
chinery. They are likely to continue 
doing so. Whether Bultaco was looking 
to lure back defecting riders, attract 
new ones, or reward the faithful for 
waiting patiently, they've succeeded.

Futuretech on display 
at Milan Show

MILAN, ITALY, NOVEMBER, 1981 


The Milan Motorcycle Show is only held every 
two years, unlike most of its European counter- 
parts, and provides a fascinating window into 


the buoyant Italian motorcycle industry 


largest in the world outside of 
Japan. The 1981 version was no 
exception, with a host of new 
models and updated machinery, 
alas, much of which will never find its 
way outside of Italy. Nonetheless, there 
was much of interest for the foreign 
onlooker. 

No less than 68 different Italian 
manufacturers displayed their wares, 
to which could be added another dozen 
or so frame manufacturers who don't 
sell complete bikes. Add the 15 or so 
foreign exhibitors — not alas including 
Triumph, for some strange reason — 
and you really do have the most com- 
prehensive and important motorcycle 
show in the world. 

This year, two main themes were 
apparent from the bikes on display: 
turbocharging and water-cooled 125 
road burners. Some of the latter were 
beautifully designed and made, being 
for the most part competition moto- 
cross engines slotted into cafe-style 
road frames to produce every Italian 
teenager’s dream bike. 

Right now it’s evident that the Japan- 
ese manufacturers think that tomor- 
row's bike is a turbo — or so they 





— the 


would have us think; some like Honda 
are hedging their bets pretty carefully 
with conventionally-aspirated 750 ma- 
chines, but it's evident that the era of 
the hyperbike is over. Yamaha didn’t 
show their turbocharged XS1100 (sales 
would be zero in a country like Italy 
where fuel costs over $4 a gallon and 
you have to be 30 or more to insure a 
Laverda or big Ducati) nor was the 
KZ1300 to be seen on the Kawasaki 
stand. 

All four Japanese makers had small, 
even restrained dislays, only Kawasaki's 
having any flamboyance, with their 
world title-winning duo of the 1000cc 
endurance racer and Anton Mang’s 
250cc rubbing noses with the so far un- 
successful KR500 in a parade of Green 
Power. The Z750T turbo announced 
at the Tokyo Show was there, but 
Kawasaki road styling suddenly looks 
old-fashioned amongst the rash of 
Katana lookalikes to be seen elsewhere. 

The CX500T Honda looked pretty 
swoopy on display, but won't be a big 
seller in Italy. If Italians want only two 
cylinders then they go for a home- 
brewed product from Guzzi or Ducati. 
Surprisingly, the latter had nothing 
new to offer beyond touring versions of 








the 900 Darmah and 600 Pantah — 
plus, if you like that sort of thing — a 
Pantah police bike that would have 
our local traffic cops falling over 
themselves to do extra duty roster. 

By contrast Guzzi had a brimful of 
new models, including the latest Series 
8 LeMans that for my money was the 
best looking bike at the show. The 
bulky full fairing of the Series 2, bor- 
rowed from the Spada, has been re- 
placed by an elegant bikini fairing 
that compliments the classic lines of 
the shaft-driven V-twin. With a dry 
weight of just 454 Ibs. and a top speed 
of 143 mph in standard trim from an 
850cc bike selling in Italy for under 
$5,000, it’s no wonder that Guzzi is 
riding a wave whose crest is so high 
they're having trouble meeting home 
demand as well as their export market. 

Other new Guzzis include the V65, a 
650cc version of the V50 with 80x64mm 
engine giving 52 bhp at 7,200 rpm and 
a top speed of 115 mph. There's a 
chopper-style version of both the V35 
and V50 models, while the most excit- 
ing addition to the middleweight 
range is the V50TS — Guzzi's answer 
to the BMW GS80. This on/off road 
machine features the V50 engine in an 
enduro-style frame. Full technical de- 
tails weren't yet available at the show 
because the bike is still in process of 
development for a launch next June. 
Definitely one to look forward to. 

Another bike that we shan't be see- 
ing on the roads for quite a while yet is 
the new Morini V-twin 500 Turbo, 
which was displayed in public for the 
first time at the Milan Show. Long- 
rumored, much-awaited, the Morini 
was frankly a disappointment, the 
more so since it won't be on sale for at 
least another year — if ever. Morini is 
reported to be having cooling prob- 
lems with the installation of the Japan- 
ese turbocharger, indicating that per- 
haps the turbo route isn't necessarily 
the one to follow unless you've got a 


Honda-sized R&D department and the 
big bucks to pay for the development. 
Еог а small manufacturer like Morini 
to play with this kind of fire just doesn't 
make sense — yet here we had an ela- 
borately styled machine whose full 
fairing, however, conveniently 
disguised the turbocharger installation 
— if one was indeed fitted ас АШ A 
wall-mounted chart showed the 
elements of the design, featuring a 
wastegate of Morini’s own design to 
allegedly eliminate throttle lag at low 
rpm (what do they know that Honda 
— using the same IHI turbo unit — 
doesn't?) via a manual override, and 
an additional fuel injection system to 
supplement the single carb. The fairing 
is designed to help cool the engine 
unit, which produces a claimed 70 
bhp, good for 130 mph. Now here's 
the clincher — designer Paolo Zecchi 
claims fuel consumption to be better 
than the regular 500 Morini at all 
comparable speeds — and if that's the 
case it's a world first that the Renault 
Formula 1 car engineers, generally ac- 
cepted to be the leaders in the turbo- 
charging field, will be surprised to 
hear about! 

If the 500 Turbo seems more a case 
of wishful thinking, there were other 
sounder propositions on the Morini 
stand in Milan. The 350 Kangaroo has 
joined the 500 Camel (where do they 
get these names from!?) аз the 
company's entries in the off-road 
market, and if you think that the longi- 
tudinal 72° V-twin makes an odd dirt 
bike you had only to look at the adja- 
cent Valentini stand, where this Flor- 
ence-based speed shop exhibited the 
Camel that won a gold medal in the 
ISDE this year, alongside some very 
striking cafe racers of all sizes. 

But the unquestionable star of the 
Italian manufacturers was Laverda, 
whose entirely new RGS 1000 bristled 
with innovation. Clothed with an 
elegant and functional streamlining

If you haven’t seen Doug Domokos 
wheelie, you haven't seen anyone 
wheelie. Domokos is beyond a shadow 
of doubt the most talented wheelie 
artist in the world — period. I've seen 
veteran racers who took pride in their 
ability to wheelie, watch Domokos and 
shake their head with disbelief in their 
eyes. One well-known motocrosser who 
I'm sure wishes to remain anonymous, 
once called on Domokos to prove his 
bike wasn't tricked out for wheelies. 
Domokos grabbed the racer's bike, 
told him to take his, and the pair 
proceeded off into the sunset 
Domokos poppin' gigantic, rear fender 
bending wheelies. Needless to say, the 
racer couldn't even begin to match the 
Wheelie King. 

A decade or so ago there was a book 
entitled, How To Wheelie. Reading it 
didn't instantly instill in one the ability 
(confidence) to  wheelie. Reading 
Domokos and Weed's book won't 
either. You can or can't wheelie. Some 
learn quickly; some never learn. 

But Wheelyin’ With The King is a 
visual delight that is topped only by 
seeing Domokos in person. Over 300 
black and white and full-color photos 
show Domokos doing everything but 
walking on water. The chapter 
covering his wheelies aboard a 
Kawasaki KZ1300 (yep, the 700-plus 
pound, water-cooled six-cylinder 
machine) is worth the price of the 
book alone. 

So, whether or not you think you 
can learn to wheelie, Wheelyin’ With 
The King is a blast. As icing on the 
cake, you discover that both Domokos 
and Weed have one helluva sense of 
humor and the text makes for great 
reading. Domokos coins some new 
motorcycle phrases that could easily 
become part of the everyday language 
of motorcyclists. We won't repeat any 
here -- buy the book!

naught. Winners of the Italian TT F1 
title in 1981 with the Suzuki-powered 
SB3, and runners-up to the incredible 
600 Ducatis in the TT2 category with 
their 600cc Kawasaki-powered Laser 
TT2, Bimota literally races on the 
track what they sell on the road, or 
maybe it's vice versa. Recently moved 
into a spacious new factory, and con- 
centrating now 100% for the time 
being. on road raachines (they're 
making no more frames for TZ Yama- 
has and the like) Bimota's design and 
finish is of such a superbly high quality 
that one can only compare it to the 
racing car or aircraft industries' levels. 
A detailed description of their new 
bike is impossible in the space avail- 
able here, but designer Massimo 
Tamburini has come up with another 
high-priced but outstanding clasic 
that will keep Bimota on the pinnacle 
they've attained for some time to come. 
Producing 95 bhp in standard form 
(parts are available to take this to 120 
bhp in street form) with a dry weight 
of 440 lbs., the HB2 is sure to have а 
pretty lively performance, to say the 
least. Sixteen inch wheels front and 


. rear are no longer the problem they 


were thanks to increased availability of 
16" Michelins — in Europe, at any 
rate — for the road, and the externally 
adjustable rocker-arm rear monoshock 
suspension continues in the Bimota 
tradition. 

Cagiva, the former Aermacchi fac- 
tory, has come a long way in a short 
time since the takeover from Harley- 
Davidson in 1978, and the little grey 
elephant on the firm's badge (he used 
to be white till someone told them what 
a white elephant was in English-speak- 
ing countries) has plenty to smile 
about these days. New at the show 
were a 500cc air-cooled motocrosser 
that has still to be run even in works 
form, a pair of water-cooled 125 and 
250cc enduro bikes based on the sucess- 


* ful crossers, and — most surprising of ' 


all for a firm who've built their re- 
covery on the two-stroke concept — an 
entirely new 350cc sohc vertical single 
four-stroke, here shown in an on/off 
road frame. The heavily oversquare 
82.5 x 65cc engine has chain driven 
ohc and a five-speed box. 

Cagiva are also the Italian importers 
for Harley-Davidson, for whom they 
sell around 100 machines a year; the 
belt-driven Sturgis held pride of place 
on the official H-D display in Milan, 
but most attention was focused 30 
yards away on the display mounted by 
the HRD company who've taken over 
the old MV factory at Gallarate. HRD 
makes small-scale children's bikes with 
50cc Motori Morini (different com- 
pany than the bike makers) engines, 
and alongside their replica of a 1926 
Moto Guzzi was an equally faithful 
small-scale version of a Harley-Davidson 
Tour Glide — full-dress version, at 
that! The first smart guy to import 
these into the States should make a 
mint. 

SWM is the current World Trials 
champions with Frenchman Gilles 
Burgat, and have recently branched 
out into road racing and street bikes. 
'The SWM Rotax racer is but a Spanish 
Siroko in disguise, but the firm's 125 


and 300cc street bikes have engines of І 


their own manufacture. Most interest- 
ing SWM exhibit was a wooden styling 
mockup of a projected sports road bike 
featuring the 502cc four-valve Rotax/ 
Bombardier four-stroke single, thus 
far seen only on the Can-Am dirt bikes 
of Rotax's parent company in Canada. 
The SWM would be the first street ap- 
plication of this engine, but also at 
Milan were enduro versions by rival 
Austrian companies Puch and KTM. 

Of the foreign manufacturers present 
we've already mentioned Kawasaki — 
though it should be noted they also 
had their new shaft-drive Z750GT on 
display — and Honda, while Suzuki 


der turbo with what we'll call neo- 
Katana styling rather than the full- 
blooded variety. Producing 85 bhp 
and boasting "Full-Floater" mono- 
shock rear suspension of the type first 
developed on Mamola's RG500 two 
seasons ago, the GS650T is also the 
first bike from a major Japanese man- 
ufacturer to feature 16" wheels afront 
and rear with race-developed anti-dive 
front suspension. 


Yamaha wasn't far behind though, 
and even flew in Kenny Roberts for 
opening day (he probably bitterly re- 
gretted coming the following day when 
he was stranded at London's Heathrow 
airport for nine hours without his 
luggage waiting for Los Angeles air- 
port to reopen so he could fly home!). 
The XJ650T is a sharp piece of styling 
on the John Mockett/Martini Hailwood 
Yamaha theme, which is as identifiably 
Yamaha as the Katana is Suzuki — ex- 
cept they don't have the problem of 
everyone else copying it! The new-to- 
Europe 550 water-cooled V-twin was 
right next door — but I just wonder 
how long it takes to remove that rear 
exhaust pipe — or even if you сап!? 


The Katana look has now arrived at 
BMW, who showed a range of re- 
styled models with obvious samurai in- 
fluence. They did, however, have one 
styling exercise of their own, the “Bike 
2000” touring concept machine that 
attracted a great deal of attention. 
Will we ever see it in production? 
Well, wasn’t the Katana just a styling 
exercise when it first was shown to the 
public two years аро...? 

From Ancilotti to Villa, through 
such immediately forgettable names as 
All Cars, Moto Biro’s (sic) and Puki- 
motor (really), the Italian bike 
industry is thriving. Milan ’81 showed 
the world of motorcyling would be a 
great deal poorer without this innova- 
tive and evolutionary collection of

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, DEC. 5-6 
Husky-sponsored Jon Miller rode 
consistently both days to win the 
two day overall, with a score of 
four, edging out northern Cali- 
fornia rider Dave Bertram (5) and 
Spectro/Super Seer/ND/DMG Maico- 
sponsored Grant Palenske, who carded 
a 6, in the Double Last Chance Enduro, 
hosted by the California Enduro Asso- 
ciation. 

The enduro was divided into two 
separate runs, with overall and class 
winners each day. District points were 
awarded each day, but Golden State 
points were awarded on your overall 
standing at the end of two days. 


Saturday 


Hi-Desert Kawasaki-sponsored Tracy 
Walters once again proved that a 
small bike can get the job done, by 
taking his second overall win, and his 
fourth 200cc A win of the year, with a 
score of 1/07. 

Just missing out on his first district 
overall was KRW/Super Seer/Kal- 
Gard/DMG Maico-sponsored Garner 
Palenske, with a score of 1/36. Even 
though he did not win the overall, he 
still won the 250cc A class, which was 


all he. needed to lock up the number, , 








one plate in the 250cc class for the sec- 
ond year in a row. 

Can-Am-mounted Greg Newland 
put in his best ride of the year, losing 
1/72, for third overall and first Open 
A, with Jon Miller dropping two, on 
his way to second Open A and fifth 
overall, while Nelson Bros./Husky- 
sponsored Dave Bertram made the trip 
from up north worthwhile, losing three 
points, good for third in the Open 
class. 

In the 250cc A class, Palenske was 
followed by Can-Am-mounted Craig 
Lair, who put in his best ride since be- 
coming an A rider, with a score of 
1/87. In the third slot was KTM- 
mounted Jaime Litton, carding a three. 

Behind 200cc А class winner 
Walters were Joe Bonnello (6), who 
has just moved up to the A ranks, and 
Hesperia's Ron Reinholdson (6), aboard 
his Kawasaki. 

The Senior class number one plate 
race tightened up a whole bunch, 
when Yamaha-mounted Ron Fry (3) 
took the win. Honda-mounted Jay 
Tullis (8) slipped to a tie in the point 
standings when he ended up second 
behind Fry. Finishing third was Don 
McNamee, with a score of nine. 

The contenders for the number one 
Four-stroke plate were not in the top 
three, as Tom Getzfrid (5) thumped 
his way to the win, followed by John 
Poor, Jr. (6), and Yamaha-mounted 
Mike Haney (7). 

The course consisted of three loops. 
The first loop was 27 miles long, and 
went to the sand hills. The second loop 
was 40 miles long, and went on some 
trails out around Charlie’s Place, while 


‚ the third loop was 43 miles long, and 
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used a lot of last month’s National third 
loop in the Rand Mountains. The 
speed averages were just about right in 
the sand hills, with most A riders hust- 
ling to stay on time, as it was quite 
tight and at 24 mph. The averages 
were a bit slow on the second loop, 
with the only fast speeds in open desert. 
The averages were good on the third 
loop, with one long special test at 24 
mph which caught most A riders late. 


Sunday 

The weather remained the same as 
the day before, with clear skies, the 
temperature in the mid-70’s, and no 
wind. The course remained the same, 
except that it was ridden in the oppo- 
site direction, and had nice berms 
built up. The speed averages were 
changed a little, with the special test 
on the third loop being run at 30 mph. 

The one thing that did not remain 
the same were the winners, as Bertram 
made himself right at home amongst 
the pucker bushes and whoop-de-doos, 
to nail down the overall and Open A 
win, with a score of 2/94. His total 
score for both days of 5, which was 
good for second overall, also was good 
enough to win the number one plate in 
the Golden State Series, Congratula- 
tions, Dave. 

Narrowly missing out on the overall 
was Grant Palenske with a score of 
2/106. This put the icing on the cake 
for Grant, as he had locked up the 
number one Open plate at Training 
Wheels enduro. The third slot in the 
Open A class went to the overall win- 
ner for both days, Jon Miller (2/112). 

In the 250cc A class, KTM-mounted 
Bill Fullmer, Jr. dropped three to take 
the win, after seeing his chance for 
number one 200cc go down the drain 
when his Yamaha lost a transmission 
on Saturday. Yamaha-mounted Jon 
Speight dropped. five points for second, 
while Maico-mounted Mark Cook lost 
six points for third. 

The determination award goes to a 
250cc A rider, Yamaha-mounted Mike 
Garrett, who had a chance for the 
number one plate, and rode this entire 
event with two separated shoulders. 
One he received at Training Wheels 
enduro, the other, trail riding last 
weekend. He finished both days. 

Garner Palenske seized the lower 
end in the special test on the third loop. 

The 200cc A.class was won by the D- 
37 enduro steward, Yamaha-mounted 
Jerry Bailey, with a score of 10, followed 
by Kawasaki-mounted Ron Reinhold- 
son, with a score of 14. 

Tracy Walters broke his frame in 
half on the second loop. 

In the Senior class, the win went to 
Wheelsmith Maico-sponsored Harry 
Keast (11/330), but the real story is 
that Yamaha-mounted Ron Fry locked 
up the number one plate with his sec- 
ond place finish. Third was taken by 
Husky-mounted Curt Horst (15).

LOP's Jim Tarantino (Hon) used 
a 2-1 score to top Malcolm Smith's 
Don Griewe (Hus), who placed 
1-2, in the 250cc Pro class last 
Sunday at DeAnza Cycle Park.

When the 
checkered flag appeared Griewe had a 
half-bikelength lead over the second 
place finisher Tarantino. Third went 
to Tolleson while Sedler settled for 
fourth. 

Knowing he had to win the second 
moto to take first overall, Tarantino 
quickly jumped into the lead ahead of 
Griewe, Tolleson and Wilkinson. Griewe 
put some pressure on Tarantino early 
in the moto but lost some distance in 
the later laps, unable to match the 
leader’s pace. At the finish Tarantino 
took the win and overall while Griewe 
settled for second. Wilkinson took third 
but Tolleson's 3-4 score topped the 5-3 
tally of Wilkinson. 

In the Open Pro class it was Griewe 
who completely dominated, winning 
both motos with ease. Second went to 
Michael Curry (Hon) while Arden 
Hadley took third. 

Kevin Montgomery (Suz) jammed 
into the lead of the first moto in the 
125cc Novice class with rival John 
Cushingham (Suz) hot on his tracks. In 
third was John Bonacci (Hon) with 
Mark Wiedeman (Suz) in fourth.

$1,000 purse was up for grabs, 
drawing many of the Southland’s 
finest Pros. 

What lay in store for the racers, 
despite heavy grading by Indian 
Dunes, was an International Track 
with enough booby traps disguised as 
mud holes to waylay James Bond. 
Racers in every class developed into 
amphibians; if their bikes sank, at 
least they could swim out. One Novice 
rider started to sink in the mud and 
when his handlebars began to 
disappear he tried to walk away from 
his bike only to find both legs stuck, 
unable to budge. When the rest of his 
class unceremoniously splashed on by, 
some friends came to his aid, and 
freeing first one leg then the other, he 
made it to dry ground. 





The first time out of the gate, Eric 
MacCracken, riding for Malcolm 
Smith, took control and held Johnson 
to second and Whelchel to third. 
Johnson and Whelchel soon made their 
move past MacCracken and into their 
own private race, leaving MacCracken 
washed out in one'of the mudholes. 

The Johnson-Whelchel duel was 
heavy with wheel-to-wbeel action ver 
every inch of the course. Whelchel 
finally made his move and snatched 
the lead only to find himself forced to 
bow out with an engine gone south. 

Johnson, . back іп control, 
commanded à superb lead and left a 
"do-or-die" duel for second between 
Kolbe entry Juan Benavidez and Erin 
Buskirk, aboard a Sunshine Yamaha 


‘mount. Benavidez was really winding 


it out and closing fast on Johnson, 
threatening to take control. 

When the finish line loomed into 
sight, Johnson led the way, his first of a 
spectacular pair of wins for the class. 
Benavidez cruised his Can-Am home 
in second and following for third was 
Buskirk. 

When the machines came to life for 
their second encounter, Whelchel was 
ready and waiting. Johnson led the 
.way up the start hill with Whelchel 
breathing fire down his jersey and 
trying every conceivable line to get 
around. Benavidez was keeping an 
even pace in third, waiting for a 
chance to catch Whelchel and John- 
son. Whelchel was pounding on 
Johnson's back door, absolutely relent- 
less. 

Absolutely one of the finest 250cc Pro 
races went down between Rick Johnson 
and John Whelchel, both riding for 
Yamaha Motor Corporation, Johnson 
on the ‘82 model and Whelchel at the 
controls of the "81 machine. 


It was a rough round for Benavidez 
who dropped his machine in the mud 
but remounted, taking on a heavy 
field of racers in his fight back up into 
third. Benavidez had Rob Tolinson 
and Buskirk to clear, and neither one 
would give an inch. Both Johnson and 
Whelchel found themselves slowed by 
lapped traffic, and at one point had 
lapped all the 250cc Pros as well as the 
Open Pros who were sharing the track. 


When the checkered flag signalled a 
welcomed end to the moto, Johnson 
led the way, triumphant with the 
winner's share of the gold. Whelchel 
crossed over in second but was held to 
an eighth overall because of his first 
moto DNF. Benavidez never gave up 
and came home to second place glory 
with a 2-3 ride. Third-place share of 
the gold for the day went home with 
Buskirk with a 3-4 ride.

O’Mara, Holland

The fourth annual Bosch Classic 
"was divided into a two-day event 











this year with an all Sportsman 
day on Saturday and Amateurs 
and Experts raced Sunday. Saturday 
weather was bad, but Sunday was 
even worse. Hard rains had pelted the 
area all night and continued into the 
morning. Luckily the track had been 
well prepared ahead of time with tons 
of new sand covering the surface. This 
was definitely the only thing that kept 
the program from being canceled. 


The Open Pros were the first to hit 
the water soaked track on Sunday 
morning with Clark Jones shoving his 
Wheelsmith Maico into the lead off 
the line. Jim Mitchell (Suz), Don 
Griewe (Hon) and Jay Perkins (Suz) 
came through the first turn in hot 
pursuit.. By the third lap Jones had a 
commanding lead. Mitchell, Perkins, 
and Griewe had switched positions 
several times, till Perkins' throttle 
stuck open and his Suzuki pitched him 
into the biggest mud hole on the track. 
It appeared in the bag for Jones till 
bike problems forced him out with 
about 10 laps down. Mitchell took 
the lead only to have it snatched from 
him by Griewe. With only two laps to 
go Griewe suddenly stopped short of 
the tower hill, giving Mitchell back the 
lead. Bill Keefe (Hus) and Tim 
Richardson (Hon) rounded out the top 
three finishers. 


In the second moto Griewe (aboard 
his new ‘82 Honda 480) was not denied 
his. bid for the win. Mitchell had to 
settle for second, but it was good for 
the overall. David King (Yam) pulled 
out the third place spot. 


The 125cc Expert class was loaded 
as usual with talent. Johnny O'Mara 
aboard his Honda took the lead off the 
line with George Holland on his Suzuki 
in second. Mark  Flesia (Yam), 
squeezed into third. Mark Meredith, 
aboard his new factory support 
Kawasaki looked good in fourth with 
Chappy Blose (Suz) filling in the fifth 
spot. Blose pushed by Meredith and 
Flesia early in the moto to take over 
third. On lap seven Meredith regained 
fourth. Flesia's desperate attempt to 
hang onto fifth died as Gary Dircks 
pushed his Suzuki inside at the bottom 
of Suicide Hill. Halfway into the race 
Holland was sidelined with apparent 
bike problems, leaving Blose in 
second. The battle for third and 
fourth .between Meredith and Dircks 
continued lap after lap, with Dircks 
finally claiming third and holding on 
to the checkers. 


The second moto was a two man 
race between O'Mara and Blose, 
aboard his new Roost Factory-prepared 
RM125. Blose had-a clean holeshot, 
but a stuck throttle caused him to 
overshoot the first turn. O'Mara wasn't 
without bike problems either when 
mud caked his radiator and he pulled 
over on the fifth lap for more water. 
Blose snatched the lead, and O'Mara 
returned still in second.  Blose 
continued holding a strong lead till 
just one lap from the checkered flag 
when his throttle stuck again. This 
time Blose was taking soil samples 
when O'Mara went by. Blose returned 
still in second. Meredith claimed the 
third place spot. 


Last, but certainly not least, the 
250cc Experts had their turn at the 
still soggy track. George Holland put 
his Suzuki in the lead off the line and 
never looked back. The only threat to 
him happened about halfway into the 
race when Holland ran into lapped 
riders. Clark Jones took advantage of 
the situation and pushed his 
Wheelsmith Maico up on Holland’s 








rear wheel. When Holland cleared 
traffic he stretched back out a com- 
fortable lead. Robert King (Kaw) 
maintained the third spot to the 
checkered flag. 

The second moto again saw Holland 
in the lead all the way to the checkered 
flag. This time King claimed second 
place spot ahead of Jones.

INDIAN DUNES, NOV. 22 
American Motocross Enterprises’ 
special stadium MX layout that 
was built on the International 
track proved to be overwhelming- 
ly successful with an excellent turnout 
for the second consecutive week. Hope- 
fully Indian Dunes management will 
take this as a hint and continue to run 
similar track layouts which provided 
exciting racing all day. 

The first 125cc Pro moto buzzed its 
way to the first turn with Johnny O'Mara 
leading Jeff Ward, Russ Wageman 
and Jim Sendelback. Chris Heisser was 
sixth with Jimmy Holley in seventh. 
On lap three O'Mara opened up six 
seconds on Ward with Ward pulling 
nine seconds on Wageman. Holley had 
moved into fourth but lost control go- 
ing over a set of stadium size whoops 
and exited the track unintentionally. 
This left Heisser fourth and very short- 
ly afterward he took third, picking off 
Wageman. Steve Schmitz followed 
Heisser's move, dropping Wageman to 
fifth.

On lap five O'Mara led by eight sec- 
onds with Ward second, Heisser third, 
Schmitz fourth and Wageman fifth. 
By lap eight Johnny O' came up on 
heavy lapped traffic as Ward closed a 
little. Heisser was down 12 seconds but 
had even a larger lead on Wageman 
and Holley moved into fifth. At moto's 
end O'Mara glided to a moto win with 
Ward second, Heisser third and Holley 
finally moving into fourth with Wage- 
man fifth. 

The second moto had O'Mara with 
the holeshot, followed by Wageman, 
Ward, and Heisser. Lap two had 
Ward moving into second and Holley 
up to fifth. With one more circuit 
gone on lap three, Heisser moved into 
third and was trying to keep O'Mara 
and Ward in sight. The order remained 
the same through lap seven with 
O'Mara six seconds ahead of Ward, 
who in turn had six over Heisser with 








Holley down 12 seconds. By the check- 
ered flag O'Mara was untouchable 
with Ward ending up with a 2-2 score. 
Heisser went 3-3 and Holley 4-4. 

When the 250cc Pros rocketed from 
the line, Larry Baker led the way with 
Rob Tolleson in second. Pete Snorteland 
was fourth and Jeff Ward ran eighth. 
By lap three the order of the front run- 
ners had changed completely. Baker 
still had the lead but Ward was flying 
by riders and into second, Snorteland 
was third and John Whelchel fourth. 
When they came around on lap five, 
Baker flipped over a set of jumps leav- 
ing Ward with the lead, five seconds 
ahead of Snorteland. Whelchel fell 
but maintained third 12 seconds down 
from Snorteland. Meantime, Tom 
Benolkin, who had started third from 
last, moved into seventh just behind 
Mark Moscrop. At the checkered flag 
Ward took the win with Snorteland 
and Whelchel following. Benolkin 
charged to fourth ahead of Brand 
Johnson. 

Moto two had Ward leading at the 
start with Whelchel, Snorteland, Jon 
Ortner and Mark Moscrop following. 
On lap two Ortner bailed, leaving 
Moscrop, johnson and Tolleson in 
fourth, fifth and sixth. Ward and 
Whelchel pulled seven seconds over 
Snorteland with Moscrop down 14 
seconds. By lap five Ward led 
Whelchel by three seconds, but 
Whelchel could never get close enough 
to set up a pass. On lap eight the lead- 
ers came up on lapped traffic, slowing 
Ward over a set of jumps.

Stephens was 
slipstreaming him all the way, just 
waiting for a bobble, and when it 
came Slim took over the lead and the 
win. But what was expected to be a ho- 
hum parade to the finish line turned 
out to be one of the better races of the 
day thanks to the hard riding efforts of 
both of these riders! 

The 600cc Production race was 
worth the price of admission all by 
itself! When the flag dropped, “Krazy 
Ed" Malkiewicz (Wildlife Perfor- 
mance KZ500) put his drag racing 
experience to good use by taking the 
holeshot with another Arizona rider, 
Eugene Coward on his Street Machines- 
sponsored 550 Honda, in hot pursuit! 
Baker, recovering from a poor start, 
put on a charge and passed both of the 
early leaders by the end of the first lap. 
Coward spent the second lap thinking 
that over, and decided he didn't like it, 
so he repassed Baker on the third lap. 
In the fourth lap things stayed pretty 
much the same, but on the fifth lap 
Baker got tired of being in second place 
and passed Coward back.

In the Open GP class it was 
Stephens turn to play "David" to 
Parisena's "Goliath." Stephens, on his 
Kawasaki West sponsored KZ1000, 
came out of the hole quicker than 
Parisena, but once the big Turbo 
started to moan that advantage was 
quickly lost. Stephens spent the rest of 
the race trying to ride in deeper and 
come out harder than Parisena, but 
Parisena wasn't giving anything away!

Mike Marquez and Larry Wosick 
won both motos in the Open Pro 
and 250cc Pro classes, respec- 
tively, on this sunshiny winter 
day at Hollister Hills OHV track. The 
Continental Moto-sport Club-spon- 
sored race lured in many more riders 
(192) than last month’s opener, which 
is proof that word gets around when 
there’s a new and great track to play 
on. 

The first moto for the Open Pro 
class found Troy DeHerrera (Yam) 
taking the first spot during lap one 
followed by Mike "Neezer" Marquez 
(Hus) Jim Zack (Yam) and Bret 
Stevens (Suz). This was short-lived as 
the second lap had Marquez in the 
lead with DeHerrera in second place, 
Stevens third and Mike Wickersham in 
fourth.

At the shotgun, there was quite a 
crowd over the hill and around the 
tree with Donnie Cantaloupi and the 
495 KTM out front and Lackey still 
kicking on the line and out nearly 
last. 


Cantaloupi was all alone at the end 
of the first half around with Ed 
Marchini, Balentine and Rob Sutliff 
the closest. Lackey had moved quite 
well through the pack and was fifth 
and on the move. The only slow part 
of the nine-and-a-half-mile go ‘round 
was the rocky back section. 

On the third lap, “Bad” Brad had 
caught Cantaloupi and the two were 
over a minute ahead of Marchini, Jay 
Schroder, Sutliff and Stitser. It almost 
appeared that they were just having 
fun on the ride with high powered 
slides and maybe even some fun talk 
on the day. When they fueled on the 
white flag lap, Cantaloupi even waited 
a second and yelled at Brad to hurry 
up, but the crew wasn’t really into a 
fast stop thing. Brad left about 10 
seconds behind but was right on the 
KTM rider's tail before long. 

The two big time Pros finished nearly 
side by side with Cantaloupi comment- 
ing about how fast Brad went through 
the long pond and Brad commenting 
about his line being a little less deep. 
Balentine took the third Expert spot 
after having a long stop in the pits with 
Schroeder in for the fourth spot on 
his Husky and Sutliff fifth over Stitser, 
Presser and Tim Dickson. 

The finale was a thriller with the 
sun peeking through and finally 
coming full blown as Gary Vanderpool 
led the Experts out of camp on his 
South City Cycles/ND-sparked 495 
KTM. Vanderpool, having given up 
the regular Open Expert class for the 
Veteran affairs, was celebrating being 
number one again and despite being 
36, was out to defend his new honors. 


The first full lap at just under 20 
minutes showed the course was slowing 
quite a bit, and it was Vanderpool and 
Maico-mounted Scott Davis traveling 
together at a very high rate of speed. 
Davis had won Wilseyville earlier and 
was on the express to do the deed 
again with Steve Ferroni in third and 
Greg Hubbs back in the saddle as a 
Vet. 

The third lap had Davis in the lead 
with Vanderpool right behind, and 
the last lap had the two tied together. 
The checkered was a lone affair for 
Vanderpool, though, as Davis got 
stuck or slowed in the long water 
stretch and had about the biggest lip 
seen in awhile. 

Ferroni tripped in about a minute 
back with a very flat rear tire on his 
YZ465 while Hubbs held fourth over 
Bruce MacArthur. 

Jack Lewis came out top dog in the 
Old Timer portion and right in the top 
10 overall, not bad for 50 years young 
and waiting for Biscuits Verbiscio to 
make his 39th comeback. Jack 


Coulombe beat out Rich Carlson for 
second Old Timer Expert with Jess 
. Gallo first Old Timer Junior.

Church, Williams 
win at wet Eugene

Motocross racing went right on 
schedule at Territorial Raceway 
in Eugene despite heavy rains 
which caused severe flooding in 


the Williamette Valley and coastal 
areas. Eugene had a devastating seven 
inches of rain overnight, and only the 
dedicated MX enthusiasts were on 
hand. Wayne Church (Valley Cycle 
Yam) won the 125cc Pro class, and 
Steve Williams (Herb's/Yam support) 
went uncontested in the 250cc Pro 
class.

The 125cc Intermediates were also 
combined; 12 of them were unleashed 
into the slew. Rick Gunderson (Eugene 
Suz) led this portion of the pack that 
was circulating rather slowly. Dwayne 
Taylor (Hon of Eugene) got by Gunder- 
son and soon caught up to the Pros. 

Taylor and Earle were having a 
battle that closed them in on the lead- 
ers. Up front, Williams and Church 
were going at it, neither giving an inch 
while Earle and Taylor continued their 
private war. Taylor, who has been el- 
bowed about the possibility of moving 
to Pro, got by 10-year motocross veteran 
Earle when Rich got sideways. On the 
last lap, Church came around in first 
after Williams fell victim to a slop 
hole. Taylor took the Intermediate 
win behind Williams. Lonny Sayles 
(Yam) took a second and Jeff Toedtmier 
(Suz) third. 

Moto two had Earle put his Honda 
into a short-lived lead before Williams 
swooped by. Church tucked by as. well 
in the whoops which were flood-ridden. 
The waterhole christened the “Big 
Gulp” was engulfed by another “lake” 
and caused havoc at the start of the In- 
termediate race. Gunderson put his 
Floater into the lead but was devoured 
by another of the many slop holes 
hidden around the course. Williams 
really pulled away from the 125s this 
moto as the skies-broke loose and added 
to the already standing water areas.

Brumwell (Yam/5-4). Track operator 
Roger Campbell said he hasn't seen 
conditions this miserable (rain-wise) 
for years. Some seemed happy to 
finish, and others seemed glad to be in 
the tower staying dry and warm (e.g., 
the Campbell clan).

The track at Clarks Branch was 
80% great, 15% good and 5% 
marginal, despite much rain in the 
area recently. This can be attributed 
to Ralph Huffman's expert knowledge 
of track preparation. There were only 
a couple of spots where water wept out 
of the ground and onto the track, 
making day-long slick spots for the 70 
riders who were present to ride 
through. 

The 125cc class left the gate just 
ahead of the 250s with Keller leading 
fellow 125cc rider Rick Smith for the 
duration of the race, and though it 
wasn't proved, he looked as fast as the 
250cc riders. 

The 250cc class was away with 
Michlitsch in his usual first place spot. 
Mattheisen, Rod Huffman and Steve 
Williams followed. Huffman took the 
wrong line (there was only one right 
line) through one of those muddy spots 
mentioned earlier, bogging long 
enough for Williams to get Бу. 
Michlitsch stretched his lead -with 
Mattheisen doing the same to the 
second-place spot. Williams and 
Huffman continued to battle. 

However, Michlitsch’s Kawasaki 
started coughing, and Tim 
immediately administered CPR by 
applying the choke, This worked for a 
while, but later the condition 
worsened, and Tim was soon in the 
pits. 

Meanwhile, Williams was having 
problems of his own out on the track, 
and he also pulled in. Huffman wasted 
no time catching up to Mattheisen.

Sand Hill Ranch continues to 
attract more riders each week as 
Tom Anderson keeps adding 
new twist, turns and jumps per 
the riders' suggestions...and the 125cc 
Juniors loved it today.

main. Lining up in. the number one 


slot on the inside was Scott Ormiston

Next.to him was Christ Reichardt 
(Assoc. Automotive Ind. /Brownell Dist. / 
Coreys Wheels) on Gene Plue's 
Godden. In the number three slot was 
Hoel.with Ken Pieper on the outside. 
Getting the best start when the gate 
went up, Reichardt had a nice holeshot. 
Only one problem, he went into the 
corner so hard he got too far sidceways.

every race. With names like Ormiston, 
Borgman and Steele in one heat, action 
was very hot from the first heat on. 
Along with some super lineups in the 
heats, there was also a couple of upsets, 
like Bill Walsh (recently advanced to 
First Division) winning his heat and 
defeating both Dave Pieper and Larry 
Larson. 

Racing in the semis was some of the 
most exciting seen ever. One Handicap 
semi in particular saw Mark Corbett 
fall twice in the same corner. The sec- 
ond time, he became the first rider to 
put his bike completely over the wall. 
In the same race, Mike Golightly passed 
two other riders on the last lap by 
wheeling past them on the inside com- 
ing out of turn four. By the way, 
Corbett was alright and even made his 
next race on the same bike. 

Lining up for the Handicap main 
was Bill Walsh, Jim Kinnish, Mike 
Golightly (Brownell Dist.) on the 
Yamaha West Jawa, Ken Pieper (Buck- 
ram Cont./Flash M.C./Colorado Con- 
cept Hair Design) on his recently pur- 
chased four-valve Jawa, Larry Larson 
(M/C Parts Center) on his Jawa and 
Chris Reichardt (Brownell Dist. / Asso- 
ciated Automotive Ind./Malcolm Smith 
Prod.) on Gene Plue's Godden. When 
the gate went up, Walsh naturally got 
the holeshot with Kinnish right be- 
hind and Reichardt and Pieper trying 
the outside. By the second lap Rei- 
chardt, Pieper and Kinnish had all 
gotten by Walsh. On the third lap, 
Pieper and Kinnish got hung up to- 
gether and went down in turn four. 

Meanwhile, Golightly had gotten by 
Larson and began closing in on Walsh 
for second. By the last lap, Reichardt 
had developed a nice lead with Go- 
lightly in hot pursuit after passing 
Walsh. At the finish, it was Reichardt 
followed by Golightly with Larson and 
Walsh handlebar to handlebar for 
third. Walsh held on for third in his 
first Division One main event. 

After four very fast heats and a 
couple of crazy semis, the lineup was 
set for the Scratch main.

two slot was Chris Reichardt, Rick 
Steele (Senti Yamaha) on his Jawa and 
Bryan Hoel on the outside on Bill Wys- 
carver's Jawa. After getting the holeshot, 
Borgman went a little wide causing 
Reichardt to fall while trying to avoid 
Borgman's rear wheel. 

For the remainder of the race, Borg- 
man rode a smooth and tight line 


leaving Steele and Hoel to battle for 
second. It was a real battle with lots of 
passing and repassing. At the finish, 
Borgman had a comfortable lead, but 
you could have covered Hoel and 
Steele with a blanket, they: were so 
close. Hoel managed to make the last 
pass count, hanging on for second. 

The King of the Hill match race saw 
Larry Larson and Mike Golightly pair 
off for a follow-the-leader race. Go- 
lightly got the holeshot from the pole 
and rode a fast and tight line to hold 
on for the win. Could this be the begin- 
ning of another match race win streak 
like last year for Golightly? 

With the winter season champion- 
ships fast approaching, the invitation 
for other riders from out of state to 
come in and try some mile hi-style 
speedway is sent out again. If you are 
interested, please call the promoters at 
303/935-3559 and tell them when you 
might be out here.

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gether and form a driving schedule 
that was easier to follow." 

In Alexander's eyes, acknowledge- 
ment for mechanics has slacked off a 
bit in recent years. "A few years ago 
they gave us a bit more credit, but now 
they (motorcycle press) seem to back 
away. There's two guys out there— the 
rider and mechanic. A mechanic plays 
with the rider's future if mechanical 
problems occur throughout the year. 
If the rider doesn't finish, who's to 
blame? The mechanic." 

Alexander stressed the amount of 
time needed to correctly prepare a 
factory bike. “The privateers just 
aren't as thorough as the factory 
mechanics are. That's why they break 
more often." 

When Danny LaPorte was still with 
Suzuki, Alexander was his tuner. Pat's 
career high point to date was helping 
Danny win the 1979 500cc National 


Championship. 
Jon Slenzak 


Slenzak, 25, tuned for Darrell Shultz 
and resides with wife Karen in 
Anaheim, California. He says hobbies 
and relaxation periods are few as all of 
his time is devoted to tuning. 

It started at age 12 for Slenzak when 
he first took an interest in bikes. His 
latest accomplishment is Shultzs win 
at the Daytona Supercross this year. 
Slenzak tries to emulate the teams of 
Jon Rosenstiel/Broc Glover and Jeff 
Clark/Mark Barnett.His biggest disap- 
pointment this season came when 
Shultz twisted his knee at the Houston 
Supercross while in the ` points 
lead —Supercross racing is Slenzak's 
favorite. His biggest complaint is too 
many hours on the road. Last year he 
racked up 52,000. 


"The AMA is doing their best, 
there's no other way to do it," said 
Slenzak concerning the AMA/ 


mechanic relationship. “The only 
thing I could ask for would be a year- 
long pit pass for factory mechanics, 
those of us who attend every race. It 
would cut down on hassles.” 

Slenzak feels the public may have 
the wrong idea about what a mechanic 
does. "It's a misconception. People 
think mechanics work one day a week 
and then party. They don't realize the 
mileage we run, the aggravation, the 
hassles we put up with. If they (the 
people who see mechanics at the races) 
think you can make a name for your- 
self as a mechanic, they're going to get 
in the wrong business. 

“All I care about is that the right 
people know I'm doing my job. If 
you're not doing your job your rider 
doesn't have a chance, but if the 
mechanic doesn't have the rider it 
won't work either. It's a 50/50 propo- 
sition." 

Jeff Clark 

Clark, 24, tunes for Mark Barnett and 
resides with wife Louise in Corona, 
California. He likes to work around 
the house and drive remote control 
model cars in his spare time. 

Clark got into racing in 1970 when 
he bought a Taco mini bike. In '71 he 
purchased a Hodaka Super Rat, and 
since has collected six other dated race 
bikes. When Clark started getting 
injured racing he took to wrenching 
because he realized he could help 
others ride faster and better. His rivals 
are Jim Felt and Greg Arnette. "When 
Greg worked for Suzuki (as Kent 
Howerton's mechanic) we constantly 
battled for the cleanest bike," said 
Clark. 


Clark wishes TV coverage would be 
greater for MX races and that he 
wouldn't have to make as many cross- 
country trips as he does during the 
season. Other than those complaints, 
self-satisfaction is his motivator. 
“Since I've been with Mark we're 
looking at three championships. Us 
coming together made it happen. It's 
communication, we do what has to be 
done to win. Sure I'd like more 
coverage, but to take recognition away 
from another mechanic in order for 
me to have more, I'd say no. You have 
to remember it's easier to replace a 
mechanic than a Mark Barnett. 

"| don't think you could say he's 
winning because of me. He's 100 
percent, I'm 100 percent. Some of the 
other mechanics don't put out a full 
effort." 

Clark wishes he had a bit more 
understanding from the public at 
times. "When they see us acting 
grumpy I think they need to give us a 
break. We're under heavy pressure 
from the companies to perform. 
Usually we're in a good mood, but 
everybody can't win at the races. 
"There's one pumped mechanic and 39 
depressed ones.” =
